BUILD A MEAL AROUND

“The president of the Nor- 
thern R. R. (?), Mr. Mann of 
McKenzie and Mann, was born 
in Kirkfield and Lake Scugog 
was a great muskie and ‘bass 
lake until the carp took over. 
The carp got info Lake Scugog, 
I understand, because a man at 
Blackstock had carp in a pen 
and the pen broke down, liber- 
ating the carp into the lake, So, 
goodbye muskie and bass! 

“Midland was the terminus 
of another Grand Trunk line 
running from Lindsay. Peter- 
borough was a small place, but

Reports indicate 


Trout fishing in this district 
over the weekend was “noth- 
ing to write home about”. . - 
At least that’s the impression 
the fish and wildlife supervisor 
of the Lindsay Forestry Dis- 
trict gained from first-hand ob- 
Servations and reports reach- 
ing him. 

The supervisor — K. K. Iri- 
zawa comments on the 
opening of the season in the 
weekly report issued by the 
Dept. of Lands and Forests, 
Lindsay. He writes: 

“The weather was warm and 
balmy breezes blew. The 
creeks were almost at mid- 
summer levels. The anglers 
were out in droves but also, 
the fish were not cooperating 
well. That about summarizes 
the opening weekend trout 
angling story, but a few local 
highlights are worth noting. 

“In the Campbellford-Wark- 
worth area fishing was fair to 
good. Over 70 anglers check- 
ed had catches ranging from 
nil to 15 speckled trout be- 
tween two men, Three rain- 
bow trouts and over 40 speck- 
led trout were examined of 
the 90 fish reported by an- 
glers. 

“The Shelter Valley area 
was generally poor. arly 
starters took some fair rain- 
bow and brown trout, but the 
speckled trout averaged 8 
inches or less. A twenty-three 
inch rainbow trout weighing 
4 Ibs. and a seventeen inch 
brown trout were checked by 
Conservation Officers. Castle- 
ton Pond in the village of the 
same name provided some 
good trout fishing, 44 fish be- 
ing taken by 17 anglers in 87 
man hours of fishing. By con- 
trast, children were able to 
show their elders up. One 
youngster fishing for the first 
time landed an eleven inch 
trout with 5 minutes of start- 
ing, and another young lad 
really showed up his dad by 
hooking a 7 Ib. rainbow in 
Shelter Valley Creek.

of “the weaker sex’ by catch- 
ing 2 brown trout (13-14”),| 
and 4 rainbow trout (9%/2- 
14%”) all before 7 a.m. in Shel-| 
fer Valley Creek. 

“Wilmot Creek and the Gan- 
araska failed to live up to their 
reputation. A total of 122 an- 
glers checked accounted for 4} 
rainbow trout (large), 20 speck 
led trout and 12 brown trout 
in 250 hours of fishing on Sat- 
urday. The Bethany area was 
a little more productive, 16 
fish having been caught 
by 17 men prior to being 
checked by officers. 

“In the Peterborough area 
angling results were fair but in 
the Bobcaygeon area the offi- 
cer conducting the Creek Cen- 
sus reports poor fishing. For- 
mer “hot spots” like Silver 
Lake did not produce trout in 
the numbers expected. 

“To the north in Haliburton 
County reports are generally 
the same. No large catches, 
but some fair catches in the 
smaller lakes. Stream fishing 
Was poor in most areas north 
of the Kawarthas. The com- 
mon complaint was that the 
creeks were low and that most 
lakes were at their midsummer 
level. In most parts of the dis- 
trict, fishermen outnumbered 
the trout caught. Some con- 
solation may be gained from 
the fact that it was the first 
opening in years when shirt 
sleeves were in yogue. A few 
anglers caught sunburns in- 
stead of the customary cold 
which follows an unscheduled 
dunking.”

ANOTHER NAIL IN A COFFIN LID 
WHICH SHOULD HAVE BEEN 
CLOSED LONG AGO... 

Another nail has beei hammered into a coffin lid 
which should have been permanently closed long ago va 
The cofiin which holds the remains of a misconception 
rgerading the relationship between a person's age and 
their ability to perform useful work. Credit for driving 
home the latest spike must ao to Donald V. Goudy, author 
of the article “Help wanted--But ino men over 40 need 
apply” which appeared in the April 28th Star Weekly. : 

The article is too tengthy to reproduce in full in 
these colums even with the writer's permisson, but here 
are a couple of excerpts which may assist in getting the 
misconception ready for final interment: 

“One of the most recent studies was carried out by 
the economic and research branch of the federal depart- 
ment of labor to check the frequent claim that as age ad- 
vances, job performances decline. Covering over 
1,000 sales clerk in each of two large department stores 
in two Canadian cities, it mdirectly related age to drive, 
initiative and those other elements that constitue good 


salesmanship. : 
“The study did not find that slowdown comes with 


age, that older people were only half their former selves. 
It Indicated rather, that older salesmen are often better 
salesmen; that newly-hired men and women over 40 be- 
come better performers in a shorter period of time and 
that, in effect, salesmanship often begins at 40. 

“The report also showeded that sales performances in- 
creases until somewhere between 51 and 55 years and de- 
clines very slowly in the ensuing years, and that the 
record of performance of people over 60 compares favor- 
ly with that of employees under 51. 

“In none of the age surveys taken, however, has it 
been possible to determine when old age begins. The one 
certainty to which they all point, according to Dr. 
George Lawton, a New York gerontologist, is that the 
brain dees not reach its peak capacity until somewhere 
around 60 and that, in subsequent years, mental efficiency 
declines very slowly to the age of 80. “At 80,” says Dr. 
Lawton, “you can be just as productive mentally as you 
were at 30, and you should know a lot more.” 

“This was indeed true of an 80-year-old Toronto 
man who was retired at 65 as a manufacturing jeweller- 
Tired of 15 years of inactivity, he obtained a job as a 
messenger with a small manufacturing firm. When. at 
the end of his first day’s work, he complained he hadn't 
enough to do, he was transferred to the job of operating 
a light punch press. He is now kept busy all day and his 
employer reports that he is more than satisfied with the 
old fellow’s production records.

LABOR LEGISLATION 

The Provincial Labor Minister, Mr. William War- 
render, would seem to have acted with unnecessary haste 
in amending the Ontario Labor Relations Act. The new 
provisions have the expressed intention of bringing 
greater order into labor-management relations in the 
construction industry. ‘They are based on the exper- 
jence of the Department of Labor and recommendatons 
in the report on the industry made by Mr. Carl Golden- 
berg. 

We intend no criticism of the new regulations, Only 
time will tell their ability to produce the effect desired. 
But it is difficult to see how any immediate benefits can 
be derived—so why is it necessary to rush the legisla- 
tion through at this session of the Ontario Legislature? 

A complete study is required of the Ontario Labor 
Act. There are areas which need strengthening, and 
sections which could be removed or rewritten. Some 
account should be taken of recent developments in the 
labor-management field. The Province would be well 
served if Mr. Warrender were to announce the begin- 
ning of a study with the purpose of redrafting the Act, 
At present, the introduction of hasy amendments merely 
confirms the suspicion that the Act is a patchwork of 
legislaion, instead of a Code for the effective regulation 
of the bargaining process. :

THE CHAFFINCHES OF NEW ZEALAND 

In a recent BBC programme about the history of 
recording bird voices and song, Carl Weismann, a Dane, 
told the story of the chaffinches of New Zealand, whose 
song he recorded there not long ago. 

“On November 29, 1870,” he sald, “the ‘Warrior 
Queen’, a ship of round about 1,000 tons, sailed from 
London for the town of Dunedin in South Island, New 
Zealand, On board she had more than a thousand 
passengers, or perhaps I should say prisoners, who were 
to be deported to New Zealand. They were all small 
birds caught in Stanmer Park near Brighton, and 
among them were seventy-two chaffinches, each in a 
separate cage, 

“The journey round South Africa to New Zealand 
lasted nearly three months and it was a hard trip for 


the small birds. Only half of them reached New Zea- 
land alive. But of the chaffinches, only six had been 
lost, Together with all the other, the sixty-six remaln- 
ing chaffinches were released in the Botanical Garden 
of Dunedin and they flew away in all directions. rather 
frightened. But the new country suited the birds well 
—especially the chaffinches. When I was in New Zea- 
Jand in 1956 I met their descendants in great numbers, 
The question for me was: had they during those ninety 
years of isolation changed their song, had they deyvel- 
oped a special new dialect? Yes, certainly some of 
them living in remote valleys had.” 

Mr. Weisman played one of his recordings to illis- 
trate his point, and went on to play others showing 
that chaffinches in a valley souht of Glasgow in Scot- 
land had a ‘dialect’ similar to those on the rocky island 
of Bornholm just south of Sweden; and another record- 
ed near the Scottish town of Peebles had a very distinct- 
ive Song quite unlike the olcal chaffinch dialect.

CROSS WALK FOR LINDSAY? 

2 There are many who will probably agree that down- 
town Lindsay has its share of jaywalkers — people who 
cross the main street at any point which pleases them 

. and run the risk of tangling with a motor vehicle. Those 
who do not believe this to be true would likely have a 
change of heart li they took the time to make a few 
personal observations of downtown pedestrian habits. 

Has the time come for Lindsay to experiment with 
‘cross walks’? 

Consideration of this question should take into 
account the fact that the heart of downtown Lindsay has 
two long blocks — the one between Cambridge and Kent 
and the next intersection east at William, and’ the one be- 
tween William and Kent and Lindsay St. which is broken 
by a narrow one-way street, York. What amounts to a 
cross walk has virtually been established at York and 
Kent Sreets and the same thing really applies at a point 
near the present Post Office. If these two points were of- 
ficially established as cross walks, the excuse for jay- 
walking at other points within these blocks would be 
eliminated. 

Until the present moment, it has been more good luck 
than good management that no pedestrian has been in- 
jured in these hit-and-miss street crossings. How long 
will we press our good fortune? 


WHAT IF HIS NECK WERE BROKEN 

A while ago a Lindsay resident suffered what is 
regarded as a minor fracture but one which was never- 
theless painfully uncomfortable. Reporting to the Ross 
Memorial Hospital for X-ray examination, he was told 
that before the procedure could be gone ahead with 
it would-be necessary for him to go to the second floor 
office and present his Ontario Hospital Services Com- 
mission credentials. Having assured the X-ray tech- 
nician that he had no intention of running away and 
that he would prefer to get on with the patching up, 
he was informed that the routine was according to the 
rules and he didn’t make them. Casting an eye about, 
the victim of the fracture observed a couple of people 
in the technician’s office and wondered why they 
couldn’t have performed the business of taking down 
a number and name for an outpatient. 

Reflecting on the incident afterwards, the fracture 
victim wondered what would happen in the case of a 
man with a fractured neck (not too badly broken, thus 
enabling him to get around under his own steam a bit), 
Would he still be required to make the trek to the 
second floor office, run the risk of slipping and doing the 
job up brown, or would the red tape of government 
hospitalization schemes be foregone? 

We are all grateful for hospital treatment when 
needed but surely some more convenient arrangement 
of checking credentials for an outpatient X-ray exami- 
nation could be worked out in an institution such as we 
now have at Lindsay. Wouldn't it be possible to snip

A revision tending toward greater point system 
leniency is also going to be greeted with bewilderment 
on the part of those who view the increasing highway 
dead and injured toll with concern. Up until now, 
efforts to promote highway safety through education, 
various safety campaigns, etc., ‘are meeting with only 
moderate success, a degree of success bordering on 
failure. Of course, it has been apparent for some time 
that the whole program of highway safety has been 
fraught with inconsistencies. For example: Most driv- 
ers are acquainted with the governmen t-sponsored signs 
which read to the effect that “speed kills’, They are 
also well aware of the fact that legal speed limits are 
flagrantly violated on Virtually every main highway in 
the province every minutes of ever hour of every day. 
A 60-mile speed limit is now regarded as merely a lic- 
ense to drive 10 or 20 miles per hour faster than that 
and the majority of drivers who like speed are getting 
away with it. (If you don’t believe it, try driving 60 
miles an hour on the 401 between Whitby and Toronto 
and see how many are passing you.) 

We have long advocated a reduction in speed limits 
or at least governed speed potentials in vehicles, the 
latter being the most effective way to put a damper on 
those with heavy accelerator feet. We would venture to 
go one further and suggest controlled speed, no passing, 
travel lanes. It is obvious that some effective action 
has to be taken if the awful toll of dead and maimed is 
to be reduced on our highways, Propaganda, penalties 
and pure ‘hot air’ have not been obtaining the desired 
results. ‘Soft-pedalling’ sloppy drivers isn’t likely to 
cut any ice either. The time has come to get tough... 
get down to brass tacks and make drivers hew to the 
line. If this isn’t done, we can ®xpect to continue read- 
ing about and witnessing horrifying traffic accidents,

A very attractive crowd of 
over 70 people came to hear 
Maurice J. Grimes, executive 
director of the society, speak 
on the work being done. 

“Research in the detection 
and treatment of cancer have 
greatly advanced over the past 
few years,” said Mr. Grimes. 

“Up to a year ago, there was 
very little way of detecting 
signs of growth until it was 
quite advanced, but recent 
research on this subject has 
resulted in a perfect method of 


pinpointing the trouble, almost

immediately, by the use of 
highly - developed electro mi- 
croscopes.” 

“Just as an example” he 
continued, “the human thumb 
has over 10 billion cells, and 
it is now possible to examine 
just one of these cells for any 
signs of growth.” 

He also mentioned that re- 
search is now being carried 
out in the schools to find the 
average age pupils start to 
smoke, as this tends to affect 
the adult in later life. 

As to the way the money 
received in donations was 
spent, he explained that 54 
percent of every dollar went 
into research and the balance 
was used for hospitals, clinics, 
lodges, ete.

New engineer to get $8,400 
plus car allowance, vacation, 
salary not to be maximum 


On recommendation of the 
Board of Works Advisory Com- 
mittee, Eric A. Booth, 32, of 
Oshawa, was appointed Town 
Engineer by motion of Coun- 
cil Tuesday night. Bngineer 
Booth will replace J,N. Tim- 
berlake. 

The report of the Advisory 
Committee read by Works 
Chairman Reeve Lloyd Kound 
further suggested Mr. Booth 
be engaged at an annual wage 
of $8,400, plus car allowance 
and two week’s vacation, with 
the understanding this is not 
the maximum. 

Mr. Booth has served as as- 
sistant engineer in Oshawa for 
a period of six years and in the 
last three years as a consulting 
engineer.

A.M, Pedersen, manager of 
the Eastern Region, Ottawa, 
will assume responsibility for 
the Hast Central Region eftect- 
ive May 22, 1962, 

In addition to his present 
duties, 1, C. Ingimundson, cur- 
rently manager of Ontario 
Hydro’s East Central Region, 
Belleville, will succeed the re- 
tiring Manager of the North- 
western Region in Port Arthur. 

The move is part of the 
Commission's continuing ef- 
fort to introduce operational 
economies, said Mr. Strike, 

“The administrative consoli- 
dation of the two regions will 
take place over an extended 
period of time. It has been 
made possible through techno- 
logical progress and improved 
transportation and communica- 
tion facilities that have been 
introduced in the regions since 
their establishment in 1947”, 
he added.

CLAIM CLAUSE 
COULD CAUSE 
TAX INCREASE 


In an effort to rectify what 
is considered ‘an unfair clause 
in the Ontario Police Act, Lind- 
say Council will support a reso- 
lution passed by Burlington 
Council to amend same. 

According to the Act as it 
now stands, if a local police de- 
partment makes a demand on 
council for an increase 
wages and such has not been 
settled at the time of budget 
setting, council is required to 


include in the budget enough} 


money to meet such demands. 

This amount is kept in the 
budget until satisfactory settle- 
ment is made between the 
council and the police depart: 
ment. 

“The unfair part”, explained 
Tonw Clerk Bates in discussing 
the problem with “The Post”, 
is that the demands of the po- 
lice might be high, beyond 
reason. If there is a balance 
left in the budget after an 
agreement settlement, it must 
not be used for other purposes. 
A demand could be made for 
say $1000 wage increase per 
officer”. 

“Such freezing of budget 
items only means one thing — 
an increase in taxes”, the clerk 
said, adding “and this is what 
the municipalities are trying 
to amend.”

When does a pension cease 
to be a pension? That is the

good reason: Lindsay’s 1962 
Council has apparently ap- 
proved the idea of last year’s 
Council which in its dying 
months, slashed the pension of 
the former police chief from 
$1,000 to $340 a year. The re- 
ported reason: As the former 
Chief had reached the age of 
70 years, and consequently was 
receiving the old age pension 
of $55 a month, he should not 
continue to receive $1,000 
from the town. 


The original pension, it is 
reported, was granted as a 
retirement allowance and was 
sanctioned by a local bylaw. 
The retirement pension was 
granted because Mr., Lawler 
had been a member of the 
force for many years and the 
town at the time did not have 
a pension plan. It was re- 
cognized at the time as a 
nominal figure for services 
well rendered. In the opinion 
of many people contacted by 
“The Post”, the pension from 
the town should have been 
maintained, especially as 
everyone 70 years and over 
receives the government pen- 
sion, regardless of whether the 
person is a pauper or a million- 
aire.

He 
was a walking encyclopedia. 
These were the days of long 
hours on duty, There were few 
five-day weeks or 8-hour days 
for policemen. Sometimes the 
law enforcement officers work- 
ed around the clock. 

It might also be said that Mr. 
Lawler was a friend of man, 
especially the downtrodden 
and hard luck boys who came 
under his watchful and father- 
ly eye. He was particularly 
lenient on first offenders and 
often marched them home 
rather than have them accused 
with misdemeanor.

money. So stated Dr. Kenneth 
Hare, Dean of Arts and Science 
at McGill University, Montreal 
when addressing members and 
guests of the Canadian Club 
at Lindsay Thursday night in 
the Canadian Legion Hall. 

The speaker made it clear 
that there is a great need for 
development of scientific re- 
search and that in the scientific 
world of today Canada lags far 
behind other nations, such as 
United States and Great Bri- 
jtain. In fact Canada is on a 
par with West Germany, a 
country which has _ slipped 
backward in scientific research 
a country which has been pay- 
jing more attention to indus- 
{trial development. 

The speaker stated that there 
will be more and more stu- 
dents in the universities seek- 
ing to perfect their studies in 
science and that universities 
will be overrowded, unless 
these students entered upon 
the study of science with the 
idea of increasing their know-} 
ledge to the limit and giving 
their all to science, instead of 
seeking to benefit themselves 
financially in which case there 
would be many failures.

e People are contaminating 
their water supply, possibly 
poisoning it and themselves. 


This opinion is held by Lind-} 


say Waterworks Superinten- 
dent R.J. Reynolds. He gave 
expression to it at the annual 
Victoria County TB Associa- 
tion dinner meeting held in 
Little Britain Monday night. 
Mr. Reynolds, said, quote: 
‘Modern man is living in a 
new kind of environment 
which has been created largely 
in the incredibly short time of 
20 years. In this brief period 
at least a 42 million new chemi- 
cal conspounds have come into 
xistence. We manufacture 
these substances. We use 
them, and when we are one 
with them, in a good manv} 
cases, we discharge them into|- 
our rivers and streams or 
dump them on the ground, and 


Jet them seep into our under-} 


ground water supply. And 
then, days or months or years 
later (in minute quantities, it is 
true), we drink them. 

“Some of these substances 
come from your homes. In 
1947, the housewives of the 
nation used 275 million pounds 
of detergents. Last year they 
used 3-2 billion pounds. They 
also used more bleaches, 
powders, and other household 
cleansers, much of which 
went down the drain and into 
our nearest waterway’, con- 
tinued the speaker. 

“Others of the new sub- 
stances come from farmlands. 

Pivery rainfall washes fertili- 
zers, herbicides and pesticides 
off the crops and fields and 
into the streams and rivers. 
Unlike most other forms of pol- 
lution, these cannot be traced 
toasingle source. 

“Still others come from fac- 
tories. All industrial product- 
jon has increased 65% since 
1947 and the chemical industry 
has increased 176%. Use of 
plastics, one of the major 
types of chemical product, has 
increased from 277 million 
pounds in 1940 to over 6 bil- 
lion Jast year. 

@ “The most disturbing thing 
about these new substances is 
that nature cannot handle 
them as efficiently as she nand- 
les human waste and other im- 
purities of natural origin. Fish, 
plants, mould and bacteria and 
other living organisms in water 
can, in time, break down any 
natural impurity and use it as 
food. But for many of the 
Man-made compounds, there 
seems to be no organism that 
can give us a helping hand. 

§) nce these substances get into 
the water, they are diluted, but 
they persist for long periods 
of time. 

“The durability of some of 
these substances is dramati- 
cally shown in one case alone. 
One day a sample of water 
from St. Louis produced a 
peculiar mark in a routine 
Infra-red test procedure. A 
week later the same mark 
appeared in a test made from 
water sent in from New 
Orleans. The substance was 
wracked to a factory in St. 
Louis. It existed in no other 
place.

WHAT SHOULD WE 
DO ABOUT THESE 

ALARMING CONDITIONS? 

The answer? “CONSERVA- 
TION” A poll of people was 
taken on a street where each 
was asked: “what does the 
word conservation mean to 
you?” The answers were many 
and varied. Fish, birds, animals 
and forests, but not one con- 
nected the word to the conser- 
vation of our most vital 
natural resource, “water.” 

HOW DO WE GO ABOUT 

THIS CONSERVATION? 

It will cost money, it will 
require a great deal of re- 
search, and aboye all it will 
call for the support of every 
citizen and all levels of govern- 
ment. But it is a job that can 
be done and I am sure will be 
done. Our civilization, which 
has worked so many miracles, 
can surely protect itself a- 
gainst its own poisons. 

“To conclude, I have at- 
tempted to show you in the 
foregoing the relationship he- 
tween Public Health and Public 
Water Supply.

FAMILY PROBLEM 

People get sick, They may 
make others sick. And the 
family hearth becomes a daily 
battlefield. Sometimes the 
difficulty can be remedied. In 
many cases it remains to 
plague the husbands or wives, 
the sons or daughters. For 
example, consider the follow- 
ing letter: 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: T have 

@: suspicion that my mother is 
insane. I have a girl friend 
whom she hates like poison, I 
am 20 years old and she has 
repeatedly ordered me not to 
see this girl, However, I have 
not obeyed her. She will fre- 
quently fly into hysterics. She 
will scream, kick things, ery, 
and has also threatened to kill 
my girl friend. She has accused 
her of things you could not 
print. 

My father is old, almost 70. 

@®My mother is only in her 
middle forties. Maybe she 
misses a husband of her own 
age. Maybe she isnt satisfied.| 
I think she would kill someone} 
if I got married. 

There is one thing I can't 
understand. I have two bro- 
thers. Why does she choose 
me? She wants me to quit going 


with this girl and stay home} 
with her. She told me that} 
would make her very happy. 


But I am fond of this girl and 
can’t give her up. Besides it 
isn’t that she hates my girl 
so much; she would hate any 
girl that would take me away 
from her. What am I supposed 
to do? Do you think the 
trouble might be menopause? 
My mother never used to be 
this way until lately. - - Mr. X. 

Comment: Whatever the 
cause, your mother certainly 
needs medical attention. For 
your sake, I hope the cause is 
the menopause. If so, proper 
treatment will make your 
mother more rational. But be 
sure to gel her to the doctor, 
or a doctor to her. Chances are 
she won't co-operate, but per- 
sons who are ill should not be 
allowed to make a negative 
decision.

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I hope 
my experience will save your 
readers who suffer from 
arthritis many hundreds of 
dollars.

Comment: One estimate is 
that Americans spend a quarter 
of a billion dollars annually on 
fraudulent “cures”. They sub- 
mit to this colossal swindle in 
hopes that non-doctors know 
more about arthritis than MDs 
who are honest enough to say: 


‘Til try to help, but can’t 
promise a cure.” 
That's the tipoff. When 


anyone promises a “cure” or 
says he has a “secret formula”, 
it’s time to become suspicious. 
And don’t be taken in by writ- 
ten testimonials. They are easy 
to get. In many cases of testi- 
monials by arthritis patients 
who really believed they were 
helped by a vibrator or any 
other special apparatus, im- 
provement was probably coin- 
cidental, Many cases of arthri- 
tis improve temporarily with- 
out any treatment whatsoever.

HOME CARE FOR 
MONGOLOID CHILD 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: We 
have a mongoloid child. Our 
problem is whether to raise 
him at home as one of the fa- 
mily, or to place him in an in- 
stitution. We have grown to 
love him but are concerned 
bout the effects on our other 
two normal children. Will 
you advise?—Mrs, H. 

Comment: Perhaps I can 
help you make up your mind 
by quoting from an: article 
which appeared originally in 
the Quarterly Review of Pedia- 
trics and was written by Ru- 
dolph P. Hormuth, a member 
of the Association for the Help 
of Retarded Children: 

“When parents are properly 
instructed, home care of the 
mongoloid child is no more dif- 
ficult than for any other re- 
tarded child. Such children 
are imitative, pleasant, and af- 
fectionate and not given to 
emotional outbursts. Even with 
an J.Q. as low as 45 the mon- 
goloid child can participate in 
family and community activi- 
ties, take care of daily needs, 
learn to read and write, and 
earn pocket money. 

“The effect on normal 
brothers and sisters is not 
harmful. Only when impro- 
perly conditioned by attitudes

and anxieties of parents are 
they apt to be injured by the 
relationship. Results are best 
when normal children are al- 
lowed to participate in aiding 
the mongoloid child.” 

Your decision as parents will 
depend, I think, on your own 
emotional makeup. It might 
not be so easy as it sounds if 
you or your husband are so 
constituted that the added 
daily pressures would cause 
emotional explosions in the 
family. However, in view of 
the fact that so many families 
have made excellent adjust- 
ments to a mongoloid child, I 
think you will feel better giv- 
ingit a good try. There will 
be less danger of self-accusa- 
tion and remorse.

HOW TO BE A GOOD 
VISITOR 

It takes a certain talent to 
be a good visitor. You must 
not be a bore. It is important 
that you do not stay too long, 
sit on’ the patient’s bed, fill the 
room with smoke; you must be 
cheerful and hopeful, and 
make sure not to labor your 
sick friend with tales of your 
own sad experiences with ill- 
ness.

PENICILLEN REACTIONS 

My impression is that people 
are becoming more hep to the 
potential danger of penicillin 
treatment. Fewer people say 
to their doctor: “I’ve come in 
for a shot of penicillin to break 
up this cold.” Warnings of 
medical columnists, magazine 
artciles, and of course, the GO 
SLOW sign erected by doctors 
themselves, have publicized 

@the fact that penicillen is pow- 
erful medicine that must be re- 
spected. 

Please don’t misunderstand: 
all of us should give up thank- 
ful prayers for this wonder 
medicine that saves so many 
lives. In so many patients it 
is the difference between life 
and death. What I DO stress 
is it isn’t good sense to use 
dymnamite to blow up an ant 
hill. Penicillin doesn’t help 
to cure the common cold. Why 

@ take the chance of a penicillin 
reaction? Another point to 
remember is that absence of a 
reaction to previous injections 
of penicillin is no guarantee 
against future trouble. 

For example, here is a note 
received yesterday: 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: “I wish 
you'd warn your readers again- 
st using penicillin unnecessar- 
ily. Take me, for instance. I 
practically badgered my doctor 


into giving me a shot because 
Thadacold. I'd never had any 
trouble with penicillin before. 

“But this time I came down 
with such a seyere reaction 
that the swelling in my throat 
cut off my breathing. If they 
hadn’t done a tracheotomy to 
open my windpipe, I'd have 
been dead. And I have the scar 
in my neck to prove it.’—Mrs. 
N., California. 

Other reactions to those al- 
lergic to penicillin may be ex- 
treme skin breakouts, itching 
and blood problems. Therefore 
bear these tips in mind: Never 
take penicillin unless absolu- 
tely indicated. Your doctor 
will decide. 2. Warn your doc- 
tor if you have had any pre- 
vious reaction, or if you suffer 
from hay fever or asthma, or 
come from an allergic family 
background. 3. Your doctor 
should perform a skin test to 
determine if you have sensiti- 
vity to penicillin. Although 
this procedure doesn’t guaran- 
tee to remove all possibility of 
a reaction, it certainly mini- 
mizes it. 

If, despite all precautions, 
you should get a reaction, your 
doctor will know what to do. 
Usually it can be brought un- 
der control with the help of 
oxygen, keeping your airway 


open, giving epinephrine, theo- 


phylline and other indicated 
drugs. : 

As I said, be thankful for 
penicillin, but undue familiar- 
ity disturbs the proper rela- 
tionship. 

EXTREMES BAD FOR 
THE HEART 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: What 
kind of weather is better for 
the heart: hot or cold?—Mrs. L, 

Comment: The normal heart 
can adjust itself to all kinds 
of extremes. If you're in good 
shape you can jump up from 
a hammock and suddenly 
sprint for 100 yards without 
and bad effects. The heart 
muscle accommodates itself to 
the sudden change in rate 
from the 70’s to the middle 
hundreds. Within minutes it 
is back to normal. 

The same is true for extreme 
cold and heat. The healthy 
heart can take such changes 
in good stride. However, if 
you are questioning about the 
weakened heart, the story is 
different. Extremes are bad. 
For example, most coronary 
patients with angina feel worse 
in the cold. And most heart 
patients should guard against 
hot, humid environment be- 
cause this increases the work 
of the heart unnecessarily. 
Air conditioning is the answer 
here.

ABSENCE OF HYDRO- 
CHLORIC ACID 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: IT have; 
been having indigestion and 
spells of diarrhea. On exam- 
ination of my stomach contents 
my doctor discovered that I 
have what he calls achlorydria 
which, as he explained to me, 
means no hydrochloric acid in 
my stomach, Will you explain? 
And where do I go from here? 
-Mr. 0. 

Comment: You haven't told 
me how many tests were taken, 
and if histamine was used’ to 
stimulate the stomach to pro- 
duce hydrochloric acid. Usu- 
ally, the presence of achlor- 
hydria should not be predi- 
eafed on the results of only 
one test. Rechecks are advis- 
able, especially with histamine 
stimulation. 

If all tests prove that hydro- 
chlorie acid is absent in the 
stomach, then it is important 
to take periodic X rays of the 
gastro-intestinal tract to make 
sure that a tumor isn’t develop- 


Dear Dr, Steincrohn: Re- 
cently I had an operation for a 
growth on my ear. Although 
the doctor gave me a local 
anesthetic to deaden the pain, 
ti was not a picnic, believe me, 
But what I was bothered about 
more than by the pain was be- 
ing so extremely nervous in 
the operating room: seeing all 
the nurses, and hearing the 
rattle of the xnives and clamps 
they were thrown into a basin. 

This is what I can’t under- 
stand. The doctor could see I 
was neryous and actually 
trembling. I asked him if he 
| wouldn’t please give me a sed- 
jative, but he said, “Don’t be 
jnervous, there’s nothing to it.”

the arteries for my age which 
is 89, I then went fo an in- 
ternist and heart specialist for 
jan examination. He reassured 
me and said that my electro- 
;cardiograms, heart X rays and 
/other tests showed! that my ar- 
teries’ are in good condition, 
I'm very much confused.-Mr, X 

Comment: Although chole- 
sterol is in some way tied in 
with atherosclerosis (trouble in 
the arteries due to a slow .pil- 
ing up of fats and lime salts in 
the artery walls) we are not at 
all sure that excess cholesterol 
in the blood is an actual cause 
of the condition. 

The fact that the internist 
found no evidence of changes 
in your arteries is encouraging. 
Nevertheless, he will probably 
put you on a special low-fat 
diet and give you medicines 
to keep the cholesterol level 
under control to prevent 


trouble in the future.

EDITORIAL.... 


ALL THEY CAN DO IS ADVISE. . - 

This district has had its first drowning of the 1962 
season. It was learned after the tragedy, which almost 
claimed a second life, that neither occupant of the ill- 
fated boat was weartng a life preserver at the time of the 
accident. It is entirely probable that if they had, there 
would haye been no loss of life and both could have 
made shore under their own power — they were only 
600 feet away from it at the time. 

While it is strongly recommended that life preservers 
be worn by people on boat trips, there is no law which 


says they have to protect themselves in this way. All 
those with the safety of water travellers in mind can do 
is advise. 


Much the same thing applies in the case of safety 
pelts in cars. The choice is that of the car owner and 
very often the safety device is rejected because it is as- 
sumed wearing it will entail a measure of discomfort. 
Actually, nothing could be more removed from the truth 
... One hardly knows the belt is fastened and often for- 
gets it is on until leaving the car when its restraining in- 
fluence is felt if not undone. 

In view of the number of boating accidents each sea- 
son, and having frequently read of people being killed 
because they were pitched out of a car, isn’t it just com- 
mon sense to take advantage of whatever safeguards 
against misadventure are avaliable?

MILK OF OLD AGE 

One of the beliefs in wine for which no evidence has 
been produced is that it is of such benefit to the aged that 
it may be called “the milk of old age’. British physicians 
(Horsley, Barlow, Woodhead) say’s wine leads to delay in- 
excreting the wastes of the body, tends gradually to weaken 
the circulation and thus frequently causes a lowering 
of vitality, even when taken only in small amounts. It 
tends* to produce heart weakness, muscular pains and 
deterioration of the fine blood vessels. In old age when 
the tissues of the body are on the down grade, alcohol in 
most cases merely hastens the process of decay. 

Moreover, the alcohol in wine may be a cause of pre- 
mature old age. “One of its characteristics it that it 
causes a gradual waning of the processes of wear and 
repair in the body. This waning is frequently so gradual 
that persons are often totally unaware of its occurrence, 
or that it is due to alcohol. If they think about the mat- 
er at all, they attribute their increase of weight, their 
shortness of breath and their lack of energy to the ad- 
vance of age, being quite unaware that their ‘middle 
age’ is being hastened on by the use of alcohol, and, 
consequently that their term of life is really being short- 
ened. —Ontario Quiz Book.

The Aberdeen Angus bull, 
Ankonian O B. 124th, sired 26 
calves which were checked for 
weaning weights during 1961. 
When their weights were ad- 
justed to standard age and aver- 
aged, the results proved above 
the standard for qualification, 

As Mr. Jackson is interested 
in all phases of the testing pro- 
gram the bull calves will be 
placed on a feed-grain test, All 
offspring of the bull will be 
checked for yearling weights, 

Performance Registry In- 
ternational, commonly referred 
to as P.R.I., was organized in 
1955 for the purpose of estab- 
lishing a uniform system for, 
testing beef cattle throughout, 
United States and Canada, and 
to give recognition to animal 
of superior performance. In 
order to carry out the latter ob- 
ective minimum standards haye} 
been established for the follow: | 
ing factors: weaning weights 
grain on test and yearling 
weights. 

In addition to recognizing 
animals on the basis of their 
individual performances, re- 
cognition is given to bulls that 
sire offspring with better-than- 
average performance in any or 
all of the divisions for which 
standards have been establish- 
ed. - 

To qualify for a production 


registry certificate in the 
weaning weight division the 
average adjusted weaning 


weight of all calves sired by a 
bull, but mot Jess than 25 
calves in all, must be equal to 
or above the standard for quali- 
fication. In this particular in- 
stance the minimum standard 
at 205 days of age is 475 pounds 
for bull calves and 425 pounds 
for heifer calves.

SEEK TO HALT 

Algeria's civil leaders are seeking means to halt O-A-S 
terrorism before it provokes the Moslem population into 
breaking the French-Algerian cease-fire. 0-A-S terrorists 
killed 11 persons and injured 11 today as the 12-man pro- 
visional executive met to deal with the terrorist cam- 


paign. 
ANOTHER APPEAL 

The eight neutral nations at the Geneva disarmament 
talks have made another appeal that their compromise 
plan for a nuclear test ban be seriously considered by the 
big three powers. Tne compromise proposal made on 
April 16th has stood still due to different interpretations 
py the East and West. 

ASKS FOR HELP 

It is believed U-S Secretary of Sate Rusk has asked 
for help in the U-S efforts to stabilize Southeast Asia in 
the two-day talks with Australia and New Zealand which 
just ended. There are reports that Australia consented 
to send a token of jungle fighting experts fo join military 
advisers in Viet Nam. 

RESUME NEGOTIATIONS 

Quebec Labor officials are attempting to resume 
negotiations as the strike by Montreal teamsters enters 
its 25th day. Settlement talks between the union and 
eight strikebound trucking firms broke down earlier this 
week when the parties failed: to agree on what topics 
should be discussed. Pressure for new talks comes as re- 
ports circulate about a new management move to try and 
cross trucks through picket lines at depots in suburban 
Montreal. 

URGES CONGRESS 

The New York port authority has urged the U-S Con- 
gress to approve 200-thousand dollars for a comprehen- 
sive study of the campaign waterway. Canadian officials 
announced late last year that the federal government will 
join the U-S in a survey of this proposed waterway. The 
waterway will link the St. Lawrence and Hudson Rivers 
via Lake Champlain and the Richelieu River. 

REPORTS DECLINE 

The Bureau of Statistics has reported a decline in the 
number of citizenship certificates granted last year to new 
Canadians. The bureau said that slightly less than 56- 
and-a-half-thousand certificates were issued last year. 
About 18 per cent of the total were former citizens of 
Germany, while 17 per cent listed Italy as their former 
homeland. 

6 KILLED 

All six crewmen aboard a U-S Jet Strato-tanker were 
killed early today when the big plane crashed in a 
wooded swamp near Loring Air Force base, Maine, a few 
seconds after takeoff.

A FALSE FACE (VALUE) FOR 
THE CANADIAN DOLLAR... 

Canada’s dollar is now wearing a false face when it 
crosses the American border. . . It isn’t its real self be- 
cause the federal government has chosen to make it

aie generally are concerned with the federal 
finance minister’s decision to give the dollar an artificial 
value in relation to its United States counterpart. They 
fee] it is a depressive maneuver which will do Canada 
more harm than good and tend to encourage development 
of an economic inferiority complex within the nation. 
This, to say nothing of its impact on nations elsewhere 
which, until this move, had a high regard for the Cana- 
i lar: ; é 
ee his term of office, there has been little in 
the Canadian finance minister's handling of affairs to en- 
courage confidence in Canada’s economic future. The 
first major loss of. face the finance minister (and his 
government) experienced was the now notorious mis- 
handling of the Coyne affair when, unable to influence 
the then governor of the Bank of Canada to fall in hne 
with their unsound economic policies, they saw to it that 
he was ‘fired’ . . . a move which has been backfiring 

since. . 
er Most of us have seen the disastrous results of arti- 
ficial controls in the field of prices during recent years. 
Chaos was the result when the law of supply and demand 
was tampered with. Will the same thing result from the 
artificial controlling of the Canadian dollar? If it was 
worth 95 cents (or better) on the open market, what rea- 
sonable excuse could there be for depreciating it artifi- 
cally? We believe it is an act which will have a depress- 
ing effect on the national economy at a time when the 
reverse is needed. : 

The finance minister ‘has endeavoured to explain 
the move to the satisfaction of the Canadian people but 
it is fairly obvious to the casual observer that there is 
a disturbing degree of dissatisfaction with his explana- 
tion. 

'S ATTRACT TOURISTS -.- 
re ae time of year when attention is focused 
on the tourist industry, particularly as it is related to 
Lindsay and Kawartha Lakes. There is always a lot of 
talk about doing something to interest tourists in the 
area but so far Lindsay really hasn't gone oun of its way 
to provide a real tourist attraction and yet it has lots of 
material with which to work. 

Among other things, the town has one of the hest 
bands (Kinsmen-sponsored) to be found anywhere in 
Canada and yet we make little capital of it on home 

_ territory. Mostly, we hear and read of its achievements 
on ‘foreign’ soil. Why couldn’t something be done to 
make this a band festival town? 

The other day, reading a magazine, (the name 
escapes us for the moment) we came upon some beauti- 
ful pictures of inland water travel in England, We 
couldn’t help thinking that these small (perhaps 20 or 
25 passenger) craft must provide the basis of an excel- 
Jent tourist attraction, at the same time drawing ex- 
tensive local patronage. Why couldn’t something be 
done at Lindsay to revive interest in water travel 
through this beautiful district with its readily accessible 
waterways? 

Frankly, we do not believe that the removal of a 
few parking meters will do much to stimulate tourist 
interest in Lindsay. We have to do much more than 
make a few goodwill gestures if we ever hope to get to 
first base. 

Yes, let’s attract tourists to Lindsay but before 
we attempt to do 60, let us provide some attraction (8), 


ONE THING IT HAS DONE... 

There is one thing the present federal government 
has done despite all claims to the effect that it has done 
little or nothing ... And that which it has done was not 
included in its election promises. We refer, of course, 
to the fact that it has seen fit to continue the establish- 
ed, but grossly unfair policy of granting members of 
parliament special privileges in the field of income tax. 
(Members of the federal parliament get $2,000 more in- 
come tax exempetion per year than other residents of 
Canada). 

This is a particularly sore point with those who do 
not enjoy this preferential treatment at this special per- 
fod in the year—the time for filing income tax returns. 

Apparently the incumbent member for this riding 
feels the discriminatory legislation is fair because he 
has never seen fit to protest the matter in parliament. 
We feel we are not alone in objecting to special consid- 
eration being given parliamentarians in the matter of 
income tax exemption because they earn a good deal 
more than the average Canadian citizen, and on top of 
that, many have private sources of income. 

It has been argued that they have additional expenses 
and therefore should be granted income tax exemption 
over and above that allowed their constituents. With 
this it is impossible to agree because these people enter 
the political field with their eyes wide open, knowing 
full well what the work pays. If it is not suffigient to 
live on, they should either get elected and press for 
higher pay or stay out of the field. What they are now 
approving is discriminatory and unfair to those who 
have to foot the bill—the rest of the taxpayers in Can- 
ada.

ROYAL ONTARIO MUSEUM “FINGERPRINTS” 
UNKNOWN MINERALS WITH X-RAYS 

Hyer hear of Spiroffite or Denningite? It's not 
surprising If you haven't because these two rare miner- 
als have just been discovered and named by a Royal On- 
tario Museum scientist working with two colleagues in 
the U.S. 

In the past eighteen months, Dr. Joseph Mandar- 
ino, Associate Curator of Mineralogy in the Warth Scien- 
ces Division of the ROM has discovered six entirely new 
minerals—besides identifying known minerals not 
previously found in Canada. Co-operating with him in 
this work are Scott J. Williams, a well-known mineral 
dealer in Arizona, and Dr. Richard S. Mitchell, of the 
Department of Geology in the University of Virginia, 

Vital tool in the Royal Ontario Museum's work of 
“fingerprinting” minerals is a Philips X-ray diffraction 
unit. In contrast with older methods of identifying 
minerals, the X-ray technique needs only a few milli- 
grams of sample. 
quires a gram or two of pure mineral, which is often 
impossible to obtain. : 

“X-rays are a vital tool in mineral identification,” 
says Dr. Mandarino. “We have X-rayed about 1,400 
mineral samples here since 1956, many of them from 
minute amounts literally scratched out of pieces of 
rock with a needle.” 


Chemical analysis, for example, re-~ 


The method used by Dr. Mandarino closely resem- ~ 


bles the fingerprint matching technique used by police 
forces. But the “fingerprint” in this case is a pattern 
of dark lines on a small strip of film. 

First step in the mineral detective game is to mount 
the sample in a special holder. The holder is then 
placed on th eend of a revolving rod in the centre of a 
circular box, The whole box is then taken into the 


* darkroom, and a film strip is mounted inside, round the 


circumference. The light-tight box is then sealed, and 
mounted on the Philips diffraction unit, , ; 


To make the fest, the sample is rotated inside the 


light-tight box while X-rays are beamed at it through a . 


special port-hole in the side, P 


of the crystals inside the sample, and strike the film 
strip. When developed, the strip shows a distinctive 
pattern of lines, according to the mineral. ; aa 

Then the detective work really begins. “We take 
the film-strip ‘fingerprint’. of the unknown mineral 
and compare it with hundreds of others in our files,” 
explains Dr. Mardino. : 

The mineralogist can often readily identify the 
smaple by matching the film-strip pattern with others 
on file. But in the case of the recently-discovered min- 
erals, many hours of cross-checking and chemical analy- 
sis are involved before the claim to discovery can be 
made. 

Who sends the samples for identification? “Byery- 
body from schoolboy collectors to large mining compan- 
jes,” says Dr. Mandarino.

PREFABRICATED SHIPBUILDING 

Two developments in prefabricated shipbuilding 
reported on in a recent edition of the ‘New Ideas’ pro- 
gramme broadcast each week in the BBC General Over- 
seas Service were a plastic deck sheeting which can be 
delivered to the site ready to lay, and a completely 
automatic deyice which shapes steel plates. 

Already, the reporter said, some deck areas had 
synthetic surfaces, but these had been laid by mixing 
resinous compounds on the site and then trowelling 
them on. The new plastic decking saved the time and 
the degree of skill needed for this operation on the site. 
In addition, the sheeting did not have to ‘set’ in the 
way required by site-mixing compounds, s0 there was 
no need to bar the crew or other workers from deck 
areas at times which might be inconvenient. “Beat- 
ing the many problems posed by their search for a pre- 
fabrication method inyolyed many experiments, which 
the Scottish firm carried out on its own,” he said. ‘‘As 
a result, it is, quite naturally, reluctant to go into too 
many details at this stage. But it is likely that the 
first ship with a complete prefabricated deck surface 
made from synthetic resins may go into service in the 
very near future.” : 

The machine for making steel plates is a cutting 
machine designed by British Oxygen and controlled by 
a Ferranti computer. “There is a whole library of in- 


struction tapes for feeding into the computer,” the re- — 


porter said. “The dimensions of the plates themselves, 

and the manholes, notes and so on, are all standardized. 

This allows the machine not only to produce any type 
of plate required, but also to build up a stockpile of 
basic shapes, which reduces both the planning and 
building time when a new ship is ordered, At the Tyne- 
side shipyard where it started work just a year ago, it 
has cut more than twenty-five miles of assorted plates. 
And its ability to cut costs has since prompted another 
British yard to install a machine of the same type.” 
AN INTERESTING ‘PUB’ J J 

Many of London’s inns, or ‘pubs’, have interesting 
histories. ‘The Grenadier’, for instance, in a quiet 
mews near Hyde Park Corner, dates back to the great 
Duke of Wellington of Waterloo fame, whose town 
house—now the Wellington Museum—is close by. 

In a recent edition of the BBC General Overseas 
Service programme ‘The Onlooker’ the present proprie- 
tor, Geoffrey Bernard, explained how ‘The Grenedier’ 
was originally built as the officers’ mess of the First 
Regiment of Foot before new barracks were built for 
them. When the barracks were completed, the military 
moyed out and the place was opened to the public as an 
inn. Originally it had been called ‘The Guardsman’, 


but, following a scathing attack in ‘The Times’ news- 


paper on the monarch, King George IV (1820-1830), for 


Guardsman’ © the name was changed. It was impossi- 
‘ble to tell now whether the attack was well founded, 


Mr, Bernard said, but as George IV—formerly the 
Prince Regent—had been Commanding Officer and 


Colonel-in-Chief of the First Regiment of Foot, it was 
probable that he had used the inn. 

‘The Grenadier’ contains many weapons and troph- 
ies of that era, and includes a pewter bar put in when 
it was first opened to the public.

START PLANNING NOW 
FOR ORNAMENAL SHRUBS 
Now is the time to start 
thinging about spring planting 
of ornamental shrubs around 
the home. Take time to plan 
your requirements and select 
suitable varieties before plac- 
ing an order advise hor- 
ticulturists with the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture. 
When planning your require- 
ments, keep in mind where the 
shrubs are going to be planted 
and the type of soil in which 
they will have to grow. Some 
shrubs like lots of sun while 
others appreciate partial 
shade, This latter type can be 
put to good use in places that 
do not get much sun, 
In this part of the country, 
May is a good month to plant. 
However, the deciding factor is 
the state of the soil. The frost 
should be out of the ground 
and the soil beginning to warm 
up. 
As a check, take a handful 
of soil and squeeze it. If it 
stays sticky in your hand it is 
too early for planting. The 
soil should be in a loose, 
crumbly condition. 
HOW CAN 1???

Q. How can | remove scorch 
stains from a white shirt? 
A. Scorch stains are not, 
strictly speaking, stains. They 
are burns. If not too serious, 
and if treated in time, they 
may be removable. Sponge 
with a cloth dipped in peroxide 
and then iron again. Or, cover 
with a cloth dipped in pero- 
xide, put a dry cloth on top, 
and iron again.

HYDRANGEA CARE 

One of the most popular gift 
plants at Haster time is the 
Hydrangea. Here are a few 
suggestions from horticultur- 
ists with the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture on the 
care of your gift. 

The hydrangea thrives at a 
temperature of 60°F., but will 


jtolerate higher temperatures. 


For this reason, you should 
shade your plant from hot 
sun when it is in bloom. It 
likes plenty of water, so if it is 
in a hot location, you may need 
to water it twice a day. 

Tf you want to carry it over 
to next year, here’s what to do. 
When it has finished bloom- 
ing, cut it back half way, Keep 
it in the light and watered till 
the spring. After the danger 
of frost is over, put the pot 
outdoors in an acid soil or peat 
in partial shade. 

During the summer, water 
the plant as needed. Feed 
regularly with a complete 
plant food alternating with 
iron sulphate (1 ounce to 2 
gallons of water). If straggly 
growth occurs, pinch back in 
early July. 

In early August move the 
plants to full light. his will 
promote bud setting, After 
September 1, stop feeding, and 
move the plant into a cool dark 
storage place before frost. 
Keep the soil just moist, and 
remove the foliage as it drops 
off to prevent mildew, 

For Haster bloom place the 
hydrangea in a temperature 
of about 60°F. soon after 
Christmas, Feed with a com: 


plete plant food and iron sul- 
phate on alternate weeks un- 
til the plants have finished 
flowering.

“This Glass of Water”. This 

caption might well have been 
selected as a title for the 
interesting, historical and fac- 
tual address delivered by R. 
J. Reynolds, Superintendent} 
of the Lindsay Water Com- 
mission, at Tuesday’s meeting 
of the Kiwanis’ Club. The 
speaker commenced his talk 
by raising a glass of Scugog 
River water and then proudly 
proceeded with his talk on 
water in general. 

He prefaced his remarks by 
giving the history of the 
Lindsay system, thence tracing 
the development of the treat- 
ment system and growth and 
expansion of the plant which 
started out on a small scale 
80 years ago, following a 
disastrous fire which swept 
away a large section of the 


town, up to the present day of 


circuitous route along different 
streets in order to avoid old 
wells . . . Later the water 
system was placed in control 
of a commission by an act of 
parliament. The commission 
comprised three members with 
the mayor as an ex-officio 
member. Each member served 
for three years on a stagger 
system. At the time, a sand 
filtration system was in use. 
The development of the system 
followed the moving of the 
plant to its present location 
and improvements have been 
made until at the present time 
the local plant is recognized as 
one of the finest in Ontario. 

As evidence of the great 
value of water, a commodity 
which is surprisingly low in 
cost as far as users are con- 
cerned, the speaker cited the 
high cost of other articles such

and the servicing of over 35 key yhich is 50 per cent water, 
plus sirloin steak 63 per cent water,

Supt. Reynolds stated that 
water is the one great com- 
modity, the origin of which 
dates to the beginning of time, 
other 


and although many 
changes have taken place in 
the lives of people including 
current space exploration, 
water has remained unchang- 
ed, except for purification 
treatment. He forecast that 
in the course of time all water 
would be fluoridated, including 
the water in Lindsay and this 
would be due to the fact that 


fluoridation has proven to be 


of benefit to health.

Several times each year in- 
spect all lines. Rope deterior- 
ates due to mechanical action, 
surface wear and internal fric- 
tion or biological action, rot 
ting by bacteria and mold or 
destruction by boring marine 
organisms. Inspect lines for 
cuts and chafed sections or 
* frayed areas. Don't check only 
for exterior wear. Look below 
the surface. Deterioration first 
shows up among inner fibers. 
Twist open sections of the line 
and look for signs of fatigue. 
Since a weak line is ofen worse 
than none at all, replace all 
damaged and worn lines and 
‘be sure your original supply of 
lines is sufficient. 
Tf becalmed, caught in a 
storm with loss of sails or 
power, there is always bottom 
under your boat, but even the 
best anchor won’t keep you 
from drifting on a shoal if 
your anchor line is too short. 
IT’S IMPORTANT 
When you buy rope it’s 
important to know the differ- 
ent characteristics and select 
that type most suited to the 
job. Nylon has high elasticity. 
Stretched nylon quickly re- 
covers its original length and 
recovers repeatedly within 
short time intervals. This 
makes it desirable as an anchor 
line or for mooring lines where 
boats are being kept in fre- 
quent motion by wave action.

High winds fan 
grass fire over 


Seagrave meadows 


Seagrave (PNS) — Apparent- 
ly some people do not know 
the chances they take when 
they start a grass fire, especi- 
ally with a high wind blowing.

Beware Of Kinked Line 

Never place a strain on line 
that is kinked, New lines often 
are difficult to handle. Secure 
the end of new line to the stern 
of your boat and allow the line 
to trail behind your boat when 
underway. After ten or fifteen 
minutes towing a new line will 
lose permanent waves set in 
it while it was coiled. 

Rotting occurs more rapidly 
in fiber lines that are alter 
nately wet and dried than in 
those that remain constantly 
underwater. Never artificially 
dry fiber rope. Natural oil in 
the fibers and solutions added 
by the manufacturer are rapid- 
ly dissipated by drying near 
radiators, or other more intense 
sources of heat.

BUILDING PERMIT ISSUED BEFORE 
BYLAW AMENDED BRINGS REPRIMAND 


The seriousness of issuing a 
@ building permit prior to appro- 
val being given by the Depart- 
ment of Municipal affairs and 
the Ontario Municipal Board 
was brought home to Lindsay's 
Council Monday night. “Our 
building inspector is left right 
out on a limb’’, Mayor Holtom 
declared while discussing high- 
lights of a reprimand contained 
in correpondence from Hon. G. 
M. Cass, Minister of the Depart- 
ment of Municipal Affairs. 
“But now the building in- 
spector will know where he 
stands,” continued Mayor Hol- 
tom adding ‘I think we should 
have a basic Zoning and Plan- 
ning Bylaw for the whole town 
both old and newly annexed 
areas.” 
Addressed to the mayor, the 
letter from Mr. Cass reads: 
“This is to advise you that I 
have approved the planning 
area, amendment to the official 
plan of the Lindsay and Ops 
Planning Area, and formal no- 
tice of this action will be mailed 
to the Acting Town Clerk Mr. 


{ W. B. Bates. 
| “In considering this amend- 


ment | have been given to un- 
derstand that a building permit 
was issued in contravention of 
the restricted area bylaw and 
the official plan, and that this 
building is now partially com- 
pleted. The permit appears to 
have been issued prior to the 
submission of the official plan 
amendment for my approval 
and prior to the approval of 
the Ontario Municipal Board to 
amend the zoning by-law. 

“T realize that there was a 
lapse of time between the first 
date of submission and the ap- 
| proval of this amendment, this 
| was partly attributable to the 
various deficiencies present in 
the form of the submission. But 
this delay does not change the 
situation as the permit appear- 
ed to have ‘been issued prior to 
the submission of the applica- 
tion. 

However, I must impress up- 
on you the seriousness of issu- 
ing a building permit prior to 
approval being given by my 


Department and the Ontario 
Municipal Board, particularly 
in these times when the actions 
of municipal government are 
so much in the public eye. 
Council should at all times ad- 
here to and enforce their by- 
laws, regardless of the nature 
of the proposals. If the propo- 
sals are sound but in conflict 
with the bylaws, and Council 
wishes to allow the proposals, 
then the bylaws should be 
amended in accordance with 
the statutes before any per- 
mits are issued. The by-laws 
should not be disregarded by 
issuing permits in the hope 
that provincial approvals will 
be forthcoming. 

However, in this instance I 
have approved the amendment, 
but would like to impress upon 
your Council that for future 
amendments of this kind 
Where permits are issued or 
building allowed to proceed be- 
fore formal statutory approv- 
als are given, | may be con- 
strained not to approve such 
amendments.

PROFILE OF A SICK 
HUSBAND 

Here is a profile of a sweet 
man who has turned sour, He 
is a middle-aged man who is 
making life unbearable for his 
wife and children, What's the 
answer? Here’s her letter: 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I hope 
you can tell me what to do 
about my husband. He is 61 
and has become an entirely 
different person. 

He used to think there wasn’t 
anybody as good as his wife 
and he loved the children. 
There wasn’t anything he 
wouldn’t do for us. But he has 
changed. 

For the past two years he 
seldom speaks a kind word to 
any of us. He calls us apes, 
idiots, clowns and everything 
else. He is always criticizing 
me. He curses all the time. 
He fusses because he has to 
spend money on us. 

I have a rheumatic heart and 
can’t go out and work. All this, 
with trying to be a good wife 
and housekeeper, is about all 
T can stand. 

I am about to collapse. I 
know there must be something 
wrong. He doesn’t drink, so 
that isn’t a problem. He threa- 
tens the children when they 


what to do, I want my home put 
together. I want to have a 
happy home with love. He 
never used to be this way. 
What is wrong now? - - Mrs. X. 

Comment: It’s difficult to

Having seen similar examples

Therefore, the first thing 
you must do is get him to a 
doctor for a complete over- 
haul.

At 
least, he'll be able to put a 
label on it.

NON-FUNCTIONING GALL 
BLADDER 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I have 
no stones, but my doctor says 
T have a non-functioning gall 
bladder. I have had! one attack 
of colic, with pain and nausea 
and vomiting, I've been advised 
to have an operation, if I have 
another attack. Is further 
trouble likely without actual 
gallstones? - - Mrs, D. 


Answer: It’s possible to have 
gallstones for a long lifetime 
without ever having an attack 
of gallstone colic. On the other 
hand, as in your case, a non- 
functioning gall bladder with- 
out stones can give trouble and 
require operation. 


X rays of the gall bladder - - 
especially those taken after a 
fatty meal -- show that the gall 
bladder doesn’t contract as it 
should. We call this a non- 
functioning gall bladder. It is 
usually filled with sludge and 
thick bile. The walls of the gall 
bladder are chronically in- 
flamed and thickened. Keep to 
your diet and hope for the best. 
But remember that operation 
is often necessary in the ab- 
sence of stones.

PROMOTION DOESN'T 
ALWAYS GUARANTEE 
HAPPINESS 


It’s not unusual that we see 
men who hecome nervous 
and unhappy after they have 
had a promotion. Some actually 
crack up under the increased 
stress of responsibility. They 
tell me they were much hap- 
pier in their old job although 
they made less money and did 
not have their name lettered 
on a private door. 

T was talking to a popular, 
smiling, bank teller the other 
day. Keep this up, I said, and 
some day you'll be president 
around here. “Who wants it?” 
he said. Then, seriously: ““Hon- 
estly, doctor, I’m very happy 
where I am.” 

Many people are like that. 
And who is to say they are 
wrong? 

Another type of unhappiness 
on the job is caused by a con- 
flict of personalities. When 
that happens, it’s also wise to 
consider a change of employ- 
ment at a sacrifice (a gain in 
health and happiness weighed 
against a loss in income). For 
example, consider this letter: 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I am a 
young man of 41 and have been 
absolutely miserable for the 
past year and a half. Up to

Keep remembering these 
things, for it is true that a 
tactless visitor can undo much 
of the good accomplished by 
the trained surgeon or medical 
man.

THE PENDULUM SWINGS .. « 

It seems to be in the nature of things political that 
people periodically s seek a change if for no other reas- 
on than that they want a change. 

The. political pendulum is swinging towards Lib- 
eralism not only in Canada but in Great Britain and 
United States as well. Only those who choose not to 
see could fail to observe this trend. 

Liberals have made sweeping political gains in 
Britain and the following dispatch from Washington, 
D.C., confirms a Liberal attitude on the part of the 
public in U.S.A. 

WASHINGTON (PAI)—The myth that a conserva- 
tive trend is spreading across the country has been ex- 
posed by nonpartisan public opinion pollster George 
Gallup. In an interview with television commentator 
Howard K. Smith over the American Broadcasting Co., 
Gallup said that his analysis of public opinion across 
the nation indicated that conservative thinking was on 
the downgrade. 

“The high point of conservatism in this country in 
recent years,” Gallup declared, “was during the days of 
the late Sen, Robert A. Taft. It has continued to re- 
cede since that time.” 

Gallup said that “intelligent, articulate” Sen. 
Barry Goldwater (R. Ariz.) was extremely popular 
with conservative Republican groups but there was no 
indication Goldwater's views are popular in the nation 
as a whole. Even among Republicans only 17 per- 


cent supported Goldwater for President.

CHECK FINANCIAL STATUS OF THAT 
NEW FOREIGN CUSTOMER 

Canadian businessmen would not think of selling on 
the domestic market without first checking the financial 
status of their customers. They should apply the same rule 
when selling abroad, says “Foreign Trade” magazine 
ficial publication of the Trade and Commerce Department. 

The Department in Ottawa hears from time to time 
of Canadian firms which have made trial shipments or 
forwarded expensive samples only to have payment de- 
aulted. Sometimes one unfortunate experienc discour- 
ages further participation in which might otherwise be 
a profitable export market. 

Canada’s Trade Commissioners stationed abroad can 
obtain financial reports on firms in almost any foreign 
market and can also recommend the most suitable terms 
of payment. Canada’s chartered banks, through world- 
wide correspondents, can provide similar services. 

Much of the responsibilay for ensuring payments 
rests with the exporter, who should insist on confirmed 
irrevocable letter of credit terms until he can establish 
the financial bona fides of his prospective customer. 

Generally speaking, as in the domestic market, most 
firms are dependable. However, it is strongly recom- 
mended: that when dealing with a new foreign customer, 
the exporter use the facilities offered by his own bank and 
the Trade Commissioner Seryice abroad to ensure that the 
customer is a good risk, —‘Foreign Trade”.

The Wrench government today ordered the mobili- 
zation into the army of all Buropean youths in Algeria 
between the ages of 19 and 21. The moye was taken

26 KILLED 

At least 26 persons were killed and 15 wounded 
in Algiers this morning as the Secret Army Organiza- 
tion continued its reign of terror. Q-A-S commandoes 
killed 17 persons and wounded 40 yesterday through- 
out Algeria despite the presence of 20-thousand police 
and French troops. 

MEMBERS RESIGN 

Five members of the French Gabinet resigned early 
today. he five quit after telling President De Gaulle 
that they were unable to stay in his government after 
his rejection of the idea of a  politically-integrated 
Hurope during a news conference yesterday. The 
ministers are all members of the Catholic-Popular- 
Republican party. 

DOESN'T LIKE IT 

The U-S Is landing combat planes and transports 
in Thailand today—and Communist China doesn’t like 
it. A dozen F-100 Supersonic Jets and a number of 
transport planes already are at Thai airfields to back 
up U-S troops now in that country and on their way. 
The Red Chinese radio warned that the Chinese people 
“cannot remain indifferent’ to U-S military moves 
against Communist encroachment in southeast Asia. 
Also in Bangbok the Seato Council held an emergency 
meeting to review the situation in Southeast Asia. 
REBEL-HELD 

The three chiefs of the International Control Com- 
mission flew into rebel-held territory today to try to win 
a cease-fire in the Laotian fighting. They are expected 
to suggest that I-C-C teams be placed between the pro- 
Communist and Royal Laotian forces wherever they 
are in direct contact. They also will seek the 
views of the rebel leaders on the Royal Goyernment’s 
new call for talks with neutralist Prince Souvanna 
Phouma. 

CAPTURE INDONESIANS 

A dispatch from New Guinea says Dutch Naval 
units haye captured armed Indonesians who were trying 
to establish a beachhead near Fak Harbor. The com- 
munique contradicted an announcement from the 
Hague that said 140 Indonesian paratroopers had secur- 
ed a beachhead in West New Guinea. Authorities say 
the incorrect report was based on confusion over the 
type planes used by the Indonesians.

One of the highlights of the 
Progressive Conservative con- 
vention at Lindsay last Satur- 
day was the address delivered 
by Hon, Geo.

TAKE COVER! . . . WHERE? 

Well, Lindsay will soon be all set for a nuclear air 
raid ,.. An air raid warning siren is in process of being 
assembled (the fixture was placed in position Saturday 
morning) on William St. N., outside the McCrae Foundry 
property. Any day now there will probably be a test warn- 
ing or two just to see how the gadget is working. 

‘As we watched the equipment being hoisted into 

position, we were duly impressed . . . It is an imposing 
looking unit and will quite probably do an efficient job 
of warning the people that an air raid is imminent. When 
it lets loose its wail, people will be alerted to take cover 
But where? ; 
The present government is seeing to it that the neces- 
sary warning systems are installed across the country 
put, except for those who are fortunate enough to be able 
to afford a private air raid shelter, the rest of the people 
are out of luck. Where, for example, would the people 
of Lindsay head if an air raid did materialize? And what 
about the people in communities around Lindsay .. . 
those small villages and settlements that haven't a snow- 
pall‘s chance of providing themselves with shelter? 

To the casual observer, Canada’s national survival 
preparations look as though they would be almost 100 
per cent ineffective. What in the world is the use of 
installing an elaborate air raid warning system if the 
people have nowhere to go in the event of an attack? 
Does this make sense to you? 


GOD WASN’T THERE TO GREET HIM 

Gherman Titov, the Russian astronaut who circled 
the earth in a space capsule 17 times, has declared that 
he doesn’t believe there is a God because he saw noth- 
ing of God during his travels through outer space. 

There is a saying to the effect that “there are none 
so blind as those who do not wish to see”. We are pro- 
bably not alone when we wonder if this doesn’t apply 
to Titov. That he could travel through space and see 
the things he did without concluding some force greater 
than man was in control leads us to conclude that he 
was very ‘blind’ indeed. 

Although many people tend to personify God, there 
is little, if any, solid evidence to indicate that God is a 
person. Titov, therefore, is probably never going to ‘see’ 
God if he expects to encounter him in the flesh, either on 
earth or in outer space. God wasn’t there to greet him 
on his record-making orbital flights around the earth 
but the astronaui can “bet his bottom dollar” that no 
man had a hand’ in creating the things he saw, nor can 
mere men ever hope to come close to paralleling them. It 
is only by utilizing those things which have been placed at 
man’s disposal by an Intelligence’ far superior to his that 
man is able to achieve anything. Without the basic in- 
gredients, nothing would be possible. 

For Titov to conclude that there is no God because 
he failed to make personal ‘contact on his globe-girdling 
trips, is for him to acknowledge that his thinking 1s very 
shallow. When he explains to the satisfaction of the 
world how the wonders of the world and outer space 
came to be without a Creative Power, the like of which 
man has never heen able to equal, then it is possible the 
world’s people will seriously entertain his god-less philo- 
sophy. In the meantime most of us will be inclined to be 
a little skeptical of his rash pronounciations and go on 
believing in a Force of Good, the existence of which 
it well substanhated. Just what form this force (God 
if you prefer) takes, is hardly within man’s scope to 
accurately define: 


THE WHEEL OF FORTUNE 
APPEARS TO BE TURNING 

Politically, the wheel of fortune seems to be turning 
in favor of the Liberal party. Pre-election surveys of the 
voting public’s attitude indicate that the balance of vot- 
ing power is swinging toward the Liberal camp. 

Prime Minister Diefenbaker virtually admitted dur- 
ing his Quebec visit that he was getting a cool reception. 
What he didn’t fill in, on-the-spot reporters did . .. And 
it wasn’t an encouraging picture they painted for the Pro- 
gressive Conservatives. 

There are several things which have occurred during 
the present government’s term of office that have left a 
bad taste in the public’s mouth. The Coyne affair was 
mishandled; the finance minister has consistently shown 
that he is ‘all at sea” when it comes to handling the na- 
tion’s finances; unemployment has remained high and 
would have reflected itself in higher figures had it not 
been for the national survival training course which de- 
pleted the jobless ranks for six-week periods and dis- 
torted the picture; there has been no program brought 
forward which holds promise of alleviating the unemploy- 
ment situation and, in fact, it is predicted there will be 
a sharp jobless increase in the foreseeable future unless 
action is taken to prevent it.

356 WILL PROBABLY DROWN 
IN ONTARIO THIS YEAR 

The water death statistics point out quite clearly, 
that 356 people will probably drown in Ontario this year. 
20%of them will die during July, the height of {he sum- 
mer season. Over one hundred automobiles will re- 
turn from Provincial vacation lands minus one child pass- 
enger, Lighty swimmers will find the shore is fatally far 
away; seventy sailors will drown through falling over 
board, or because their crafts are shipping water faster 
than they can bail; ten waders will fall or step into water 
that is too deep. Sad, tragic facts of our fime. Sad, 
because they tear loved ones from their families. Tragic, 
because most of these accidents need never happen. 

One way to prevent water accidents is to follow the 
common-sense rules for water-safety. Don’t swim out to 
the centre of the lake; follow the shore line at a safe dis- 
tance; make sure your boat is safe and seaworthy and that 
you and your passengers wear approved life-jackets; keep 
your youngsters in sight every second they are in or near 
the water. 

Prepare yourself in case an accident does happen, 
Make sure you include a St, John Ambulance Save-A-Life 
course in your holiday plans. Next week is Sf. John Ambul- 
ance Save-A-Life Week in Ontario and their instructors 
will be giving free, two-hour courses in articificial respira- 
tion across the Province. 

NOW, is the time to learn how to save-a-life and 
make a liar of the satistics. 


STRICTER INSURANCE RULES NEEDED 

A letter published recently in Guide illustrates the 
inadequacy of the unsatisfied judgment fund to compen- 
sate properly individuals who have suffered damages as 
a result of the negligence of an uninsured driver. 

Until recently there was no government pressure on 
a car owner to carry adequate liability insurance. A few 
years ago an extra fee of a few dollars was imposed on 
those who were not insured, and this year a substan- 
tial amount, $25 is required. The money thus collected 
is added to the unsatisfied judgment fund. 

The government has shown a natural reluctance to. 
make liability insurance compulsory. If no private in- 
surance company were willing to insure a driver with a 
bad record, the government would have to force the com- 
panies to share these bad! risks, or insure them itself. 
The fund, of course, is a kind of government insurance for 
uninsurable drivers, but its inadequacy is apparent, and to 
make it adequate would require substantial subsidy from 
the taxpayer. 

Much of this problem could be solved, if, as suggest- 


ed several times by this newspaper, drivers who drive” 


when their licences are suspended were really kept off 
the roads, by jailing them if necessary. In this way a 
large portion of the claims against uninsured persons 
would be eliminated. As for the others, who had no bad 
driving record, but who for reasons of their own wish to 


drive without liability insurance, it should, as our cor- ~ 


respondent points out, be made clear to them that is the 
unsatisfied judgment fund makes a payment on their be- 
half, their future earnings will be subject to claim by the 
fund, until the sum paid out is made up. 

It my seem cheap insurance to pay $25 extra for a 
car registration, but in fact it is no insurance at all, since 
it does not relieve the owner of any financial respon- 
sibility. 


Further revisions in the liability insurance legisla- 


tions are needed at an early date. :

Comparison of 


Mayor Joseph Holtom re- 
ceived a comparative state- 
ment of water rates this week 
at the regular meeting of the 
Lindsay Water Board. 

There had been some dis- 
cussion al the last few meet- 
ing, as to comparable water 
rates with other communities, 
and the mayor had asked Sup- 
erinfendant Robert Reynolds if 
it would be possible to get a 
chart of some kind to make 
comparison,

Average water rates in 
Lindsay, were shown to be low- 
er than any of the other towns 
(chosen at random, and visited 
by the superintendant) one of 
them being over double the 
minimum rates in effect here.

Report new Scugog bridge 
may soon become reality 


WOULD LEAVE EXISTING WELLINGTON ST. BRIDGE, 
BUILD NEW ONE TO SERVE NORTHERN SECTION 


6 A new bridge across the Scu- 
gog River, north of the present 
Wellington Street structure 
may soon be a reality. 

This was learned during a 
discussion at the 13-member 
meeting of the Lindsay Plan- 
ning Board held in the Coun- 
cil Chambers. 

It was disclosed that the 
board is now ajyaiting advice 
from the Department of Trans- 
port as to just where this bridge 
should go, that it should link 

@ the industrial section of town 
in the north-east to the indicat- 
ed residential expansion area 
in the north-west is considered 
a must by the board. 

It was exolained the present 
narrow Wellington St. bridge 
would be left where it is and 
not widened or rebuilt to at- 
tract more traffic. 

Reason given for this is traf- 
fic would use the newer and 
wider structure to the north 
and thus relieve the botle-neck 
at the junction of Wellington, 
Queen and Lindsay Streets. 
During early morning noon 
and evening rush hours when 
workers are going to and from 
the seyeral industries in the 
East Ward industrial area, the 
bottleneck created at this junc- 
tion is presently causing a ser- 
ious hazard, planner Lloyd Mc- 
Mullen pointed out. 

Mayor Jos. Holtom told the 
board he had contacted both 
C. W. Hodgson and L. M. Frost, 
federal and provincial mem- 
bers of parliament to ascertain 
what grants would be avail- 
able towards this new bridge 
project. 

New Overall Zoning 

After about one and one-half 
years since the annexation of 
2150 acres of Ops Township, it 
was thought it was time a com- 
plete plan for the re-zoning of 
the whole town should be at 
hand. 

At present only a plan of the 
proposed rezoning of the an- 
nexed area, as prepared by 

> Consulting Engineers, Mar- 


shall, Macklin and Monaghan is 
completed. Members of the 
Board studied and discussed 
the various zones of this plan 
which was posted for inspec- 
tion. Zones include residen- 
tial, industrial, agricultural, 
etc, with recommended resi- 
dential expansion forecast as to 
the north-west section and in- 
dustrial to the east. 

The board now requires the 
complete re-zoning of both the 
old portion of town and this 
newly-acquired annexed area. 
Chairman Jas, McQuarrie -said 
this overall plan should be re- 
ceived within a month. 

The need of such a plan be- 
ing duly approved and made 
official by Department of Mun- 
icipal Affairs, ete., was brought 
to attention when Secretary 
Toflemire read a letter from the 
Hon. Fred M. Cass. This was in 
the form of a reprimand for is- 
suing a building permit in 
Lindsay before a re-zoning 
amendment was approved by 
the Ontario Municipal Board.

Ottawa’s veteran politicans 
are recognizing the current 
election campaign as unique= 
and as becoming steadily more

“Yellow rocket, 

Yellow rocket usually shows 
up in hay fields the year after 
seeding. It gets into the fields 
in ungraded or low grade seed. 
The first year you probably 
do not even see it, because it 
only grows a flat rosette of 
leaves a couple of inches 
across. The next year it takes 
off like a rocket, and before 
you can say “herbicide” it is a 
foot and a half high and still’ 
growing strong. 


Just so you cannot overlook 
it breaks out a blaze of 
yellow flowers. If you have 
never been exposed to the 
yellow peril you probably 
wonder why mustard is show- 
ing up so early this year. It is 
not mustard you see first in 
the season, it’s yellow rocket. 
Dark shiny green leaves unlike 
any mustard plant, gave it the 
name of pot herb. The upper 
leaves are stemless and no 
nearly so cut-up as the lower 
ones. Basal leaves often have 
4 or 5 lobes, with the end lobe 
bigger than those closer to the 
stem. The flowers have four 
bright butter yellow petals and 
grow in long clumps above the 
leafy part of the plant. 


it, 


Once you see yellow rocket 
blooming in a new seeding it’s 
too late to do much about it 
except pull or spud the plants 


or cut the field early. This gives 
you good hay or silage and 
stops the rocket going to seed. 
Once you know the weed, 
check your new seedings as 
soon as the grain is off. If you 
find the rosettes of yellow 
rocket present hit them with a 
2. 4 - DB spray in the fall. Use 
Publication 75 of the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture 
“Guide to Chemical Weed Con- 
trol” to blueprint your attack 
tactics. 

Tf yellow rocket is growing 
in poorly drained areas, where 
there is no clover, or along 
ditches, you can use 2, 4-D at 
any time to control it and a 
number of other troublesome 
weeds. Yellow rocket likes wet 
feet, even if it does grow well 
}on the upland fields. At one 
time it was known as water 
mustard, a more descriptive 
name than yellow rocket. 

Remember that the simplest 
way to control this weed is to 
keep it off the farm in the first 
place, says the Field Crops 
Branch, Ontario Department of 
Agriculture. It is classified as 
a primary noxious weed under 
the Seeds Act, so you can be 
sure that if you buy registered, 
certified or commercial num- 
ber one seed you will not be 
buying trouble in the form of 
yellow rocket.

Mental retardation in its infancy, 


doctor tells association here 


“Mental retardiation is in,two per cent, the remaining 


its infancy”, said Dr. H.R. Da! 


vies of Lindsay last night at the 
regular meeting of the Vic- 
toria County Association for 
Retarded Children at St. 
Mary’s School. 

Over 50 members and visit- 
ors turned out to hear Dr. 
Davies give an address on 
“Mental Retardation.” 

“Up to recent years families 
have found that their doctors 
knew little more than they did 
in regards to causes and solu- 
tions of mental retardiation”, 
he continued, “But I am great- 
ly impressed with the immense 
amount of literature publish- 
ed in journals in the past 
twelve months.” 

He went on to say that in 
Canada an estimated 3% of 
the population was mentally 
retarded, in other words about 
540,000 people mentally handi- 
capped to some degree. 

“Tt strikes on any level re- 
gardless of race, or social sta- 
tus” he continued “and con- 
trary to belief, a very small 


percentage of mental retradia- 
tion is inherited, only about 


98% come from various 
causes.” 

Dr. Davies said the future 
holds real promise, as the 
daily discoveries in regards to 
the causes of mental retardia- 
tion were finding many of the 
answers that a few years ago 


were unknown. 


“And lastly, may I mention”’ 
he said, ‘what is a new field 
of its own’ and that is, the men- 
tally ill child. This is impor- 
tant, because in all our men- 
tally retarded clinics we have 
found that 20% of the children 
referred were not retarded but 
only emotionally upset and re- 
quired a completely different 
from of treatment.”

You also owe} 
payments to others in the form| 
of respect for their comforts. 

For example, it is pretty well 
accepted that the man who 
gets behind the wheel of a car; 

) owes it to himself and others 

not to drive after drinking. 
Likewise, many who smoke, 
should have more regard for 
the sensibilities and comfort of 
the people in their vicinity— 
whether it be at the office, in 
public places or in the home. 

It is true that tobacco smoke 
is actually unbearable to some 
people allergic to it. Consider 
this letter:

HERNIATED STOMACH

If you have 
had routine X rays which show 
that you have this condition, 
go along your own sweet way. 
if you have no symptoms. You 
may never have any. 

If you do, have symptoms 
follow the suggestions I have 
made and try a long course of 
conservative treatment with 
your doctor before you even 
consider surgery.

COMB WRECKAGE 

Police and rescuers are combing through the blood- 
covered wreckage of a U-S Air Line Boeing 707 Jet, which 
erashed near Iowa-Missouri border. The only survivor 
among the 45 persons aboard the plane has died in hos- 
pital in Centerville, lowa, near the scene of the disaster. 
The big: jetliner is believed to have gone down in a vio- 
lent electrical storm. It took searchers more than eight 
hours fo discover the fuselage in an area more than 10 
miles long. There is no hint of what happened to the air- 
craft which was on a flight from Chicago to Los Angeles. 
Officials say it just faded from the screen. Eye witnesses 
say the aircraft just appeared to explode in flight. 
PREPARE FOR ASSAULT 

Dutch forces in West New Guinea are preparing for 
an assault on four principal pockets of crack Indonesian 
troops have landed on the Dutch-held territory. Ac- 
cording to Dutch military officials there are at least 400 
Indonesians in West New Guinea. Meanwhile, the Dutch 
Government is evacuating more than 800 women and 
children from the expected battle areas. Many of the wo- 
men sav they want to return to Holland. 

HOLD UP CONVOY 

Soviet troops held up a U-S army convoy for six hours 
when it attempted to leave West Berlin to cross Hast 
German territory for West Germany today. Soviet 
control officers in Berlin said they had no advance no- 
tice of the convoy’s movements. The convoy was allow- 
ed to pass through after protests to Soviet officers at the 
checkpoint and at the Soviet headquarters in Hast Berlin. 
“MORAL AND SOLEMN” 

The prosecution in the treason trial of former French 
General Raoul Salan has asked for a “moral and solemn” 
judgement for the admitted O-A-S leader. Prosecutor, 
Andre Gavala, made the demand in his closing address as 
the high tribunal went into its seventh day in Panis. A 
verdict and sentence is expected by tonight. If convicted, 
Salan faces a possible death sentence. 

AGREES ON TERMS 

Prime Minister Diefenbaker disclosed last night that 
Britain has agreed on the terms of a contract to buy 24- 
million pounds of Canadian uranium. He told newsmen 
in Toronto that the contract is ready for both countries 
to sign. But he refused to elaborate on the price Britain 
will pay for the nuclear fuel. t 
EARLY REWARDS 

Finance Minister Donald Fleming says Canada’s de- 
valued dollar has shown early rewards. He told a politi- 
cal rally in Victoria, British Columbia yesterday that, al- 
ready, considerable benefits have been reaped by Cana- 
dian exporters, domestic manufacturers, the tourist in- 
dustry and Western farmers. 

18% DROP 

Prairie drought caused an overall 18 per cent drop 
in Canadian farm production last year. The Bureau of 
Statistics notes that Saskatchewan was the hardest hit 
with a 60 per cent cut in production. Manitoba registered 
a 33 per cent drop and Alberta a five per cent decline. 
Quebec and Ontario each showed a seven per sent in- 
crease. 

INTO HEART 

Canada will take its export sales booster program 
into the heart of the European Common Market next year 
in effort to capture some of the 170-million potential 
buyers in Europe. Trade Minister George Hees says the 
decision was made after a one-day exhibition of Canadian 
goods held for the benefit of 128 U-S department store 
buyers in Toronto yesterday. 

USES HELICOPTER 

Liberal Leader Lester Pearson used a helicopter to 
reach a giant picnic outside Toronto yesterday .. . but 
it was the only modern touch in sight at the old fashion 
eat-out.

Driving will of necessity be full time business if motor- 
ists hope to be among those answering the fall roll call. 

There are few drivers who have not been cautioned 
as to the perils of the road . . -.

To those who 
choose to take unnecessary chances on the road . . . + 
farewell! To those who don’t... We'll be seeing you! 
STEADFASTLY (GNORED... 

It’s nice tc be able to boast of a political party’s 
achievement at election time and there isn’t the slightest 
doubt but that every government which takes office has 
is good points . . . No government can be all wrong. But 
it takes a courageous government or political party to 
examine its shortcomings as well as its achievements. 

The present federal government apparently chooses 
to by-pass a very significant development in Canada and 
one which doesn’t say much for its economic ability .. . 
We refer to the fact that the cost of living has reached 
an ali-time high under its administration and many thou- 
sands of people are experiencing economic hardships as a 
result . . . Every person on a fixed income. 

We would be interested to know what plans are 
being made to cope with this very real problem by the 
present administration. So far it has been steadfastly 
ignored. 


CONCERN IS BEING FELT..: 

Concern is being felt locally about developments 
which haye been occurring at, and in connection with, 
the Victoria County Gaol during the past few days. 
Just as a matter of review, there have been two at- 
tempted escapes by a man who was sentenced to jail 
there and, judging by reports, is not in fit mental con- 
dition to stand the rigours of confinement to an insti- 
tution of this type; a guard has been beaen and suffer- 
ed physical harm; and another youthful prisoner has 
smashed several windows, cutting himself extensively, 
not to mention his reported confession that he had 
made preparations to hang himself. There is also the 
testimony of an inmate that he has heen receiving 
sedatives to help him sleep while in jail, an indication 
that he is disturbed about something. 

The question which seems to be uppermost in 
many people’s minds is: “Are people being committed 
to jail here receiving an adequate medical examination 
before confinement?” 

It seems to us that anyone entering a prison any- 
where should be given a thorough medical examination 
before being admitted. Because a man is in trouble 
with the law doesn’t rule out the possibility that he is 
not asick man: As a matter of fact, in many instanc- 
es it may be as a result of an illness and (or) a dis- 
turbed personality that he gets into trouble. No per- 
son should be chucked into prison before an effort is 
made to determine his physical and mental condition. 
It is unfair to jail officials and could be very upsetting 
for others in jail. 

In the case of those addicted to alcohol, merely 
placing a man behind bars does nothing to help him. 
True, he doesn’t like the experience but the underlying 
cause of his trouble is not removed by imprisoning 
him. This must now be apparent to officials who can 
hardly fail to be aware of the fact that a man 
jailed for being drunk yery often makes a beeline for 
more liquor to ‘settle his nerves’ as soon as he gets his 
freedom again. 

It seems that a new approach to some of the prob- 
lems arising at Lindsay is needed: 


A SERIOUS DECISION... 

The decision to become a citizen of a country other 
than that of one’s birth has something in common with 
the act of getting married . . . It’s a serious and long last- 
ing one. 

A ‘citizenship court’, the first presided over by Vic- 
toria County’s Judge J. N.C. Currelly, and held here this 
week, seryed to impress on Canadians of long standing, 
and those who were just becoming naturalized citizens, 
the privileges and responsibilities of citizenship. 

During the addresses by officials which followed 
the ceremony, it was apparent that the speakers were 
election-conscious. In most instaces, reference was made 
to the duty of exercising one’s voting franchise and taking 
a genuine interest in the affairs of the community, pro- 
vince and state. This is as it should be in this day when 
the number of nations throughout the world where the 
right to vote in a free election is fast diminishing. Per- 
haps the greatest single reason why people in many coun- 
tries have lost this invaluable privilege is apathy . . . 
They were content to ‘let George do it’ with the result that 
powerful, aggressive minorities gained control and the 
mnasses were subjugated. 

Citizenship in a democracy does indeed require of 
the citizens that they exercise the all-important privi- 
lege of voting in a free election. This is the only means 
they have of keeping, or placing in office, those people 
who undertake to ensure their continuing status as free 
people.

THE “RED CARPET” TREATMENT 

Toronto—Cars are getting the ‘red carpet’ treat- 
ment at one of Toronto's new service stations. Im- 
perial Oil began laying red asphalt at the station today.

The new surfacing, which is applied in the normal 
manner, is unusually resistant to road salt, severe 
weather and fuels: At Imperial’s station, blue and black 
surfaces are being used, in addition to red, to combine 
guide areas with decorative effect. —Imperial Oil. 


BEAUTY OF THE LAND 

Emotionally, love of our land will mean our nation’s 
survival, while lack of it will cause our ruin. This love of 
the land has tended to recede as we have grown as a na- 
tion. People who lose their concern for their natural sur- 
roundings, their love of the land soon start down the 
crowded paths of artificial substitutes for nature which 
tend to degrade their thinking and their pleasures! and, in 
a sense, tend to turn them from beauty to the vulgarities 
of life as a source of stimulation, if not satisfaction in 
living. i 

The slum-like conditions of our cities and many sub- 
urban areas rather than natural wealth, What is wrong with 
natural beauty that we can afford to ignore it in many 
of our cities and suburban areas? 

Or course our lack of full appreciation of the bene- 
fits of natural beauty may be a result rather than a 
cause of much urban and suburban decay. Neverthe- 
less, the ony hope we have is the tendency in some of 
our large cities to plant natural beauty in the form of 
green trees and shrubs and grass. Belatedly it is true, 
but many large cities increasingly are beginning to 
appreciate the greenery more than ever because we 
now realize what urban areas can be like without it: 
What we all need is more adherents to the cause of 
natural beauty for our civic and national benefit, 

Governments should take these facts into considera- 


tion when planning urban redevelopments lest we con- — 


struct future slums and make our cities more sterile than 
ever. —Planting News. 


LIBERALS IN BRITAIN 

The success of the British Liberal Party in the 
nationwide municipal elections confirms the trend that 
has been marked in a number of recent Parliamentary 
by-elections. After years of defeat and decline, during 
which the Party ceased to be counted as a major politi- 
cal force, the Liberals have shown a strength that could 
make them a serious contender in the next general 
election. ’ 

First results of the municipal elections, with more 
results to come, show that the Liberals gained 334 
seats and lost 12; Labor gained 3384 seats and lost 74: 
and Conservatives suffered catastrophic losses of 525 
seats, while gaining only 13. The fact that these re- 
sults show many more seats gained than lost is, pre- 
sumably, accounted for by seats previously held by un- 
attached individuals passing into Party hands. 

The question to be asked about these results— 
as it has been about the results of the by-elections—is 
to what extent the Liberals are winning on their own 
merit, as opposed to collecting a protest vote againt 
the Conservative Government. It is clear that a sub- 
stantial number of former Conservative Supporters 
have switched their allegiance to the Liberals, but why 
and for how long? 

Prime Minister Harold Macmillan’s Administration 
is passing through a difficult period. Worsening econ- 
omic conditions last year dictated the introduction of 
austerity measures; in world affairs, it has become ap- 
parent to all that Britain no longer ranks as a Great 
Power with the United States and the Soviet Union; 
and there have been a series of colonial problems to 
divide the Tory ranks. By voting Liberal at this time, 
former Conservative Supporters may be expressing 
their understandable irritation at this state of affairs 
without any real intention of replacing Conservative 
rule with Liberal rule. This is Mr. Macmillan's hope 
and he can reasonably expect that as problems A, 
Conservative fortune will improve. 4

They can de- 
clare with conviction that Britain should abandon its 
independent nuclear deterrent, which the other Part- 
jes have spent millions to create. 

In office, the Liberals might find these policies 
impracticable, but for the moment they have the appeal 


of new solutions to old problems.

SHAKEDOWN CRUISES 
RECOMMENDED FOR. 
ALL NEW BOATS 

Consider yourself lucky if 
the first trip aboard your new 
boat is uneventful and no pro- 
blems develop. 

The Navy long ago realized 
the value of a shakedown 
cruise for any new ship. Even 
before the shakedown any 
new ship is put through ac- 
ceptance trials before Uncle 
adds her to his fleet. 

Most seasoned boatmen are 
in accord that every pleasure 
boat requires a shakedown, a 
chance for shortcomings to be 
detected. Equally as import- 
ant, every boat has its own per- 
sonality and boat and skipper 
have to meet and get to know 
one another before boating be- 
comes pleasure boating. 

Plan to be Patient 

Whether your new pride of 
the waterways is a small out- 
board utility, a 50-foot custom 
built cruiser or something in 
between these two extremes, 
plan to be patient with your 
new acquisition because she 
probably won't be perfect - - 
at least not the first time out. 

Last weekend I had an op- 
portunity to cruise aboard a 
newly launched, beautifully 
constructed, 36-foof skiff-type, 
sports fisherman. As equipped 
she will cost her owner slight- 
ly more than $50,000. At 
nearly $1,400 for each foot of 
overall length he can expect 
her to be quite a boat, and she 
is. 

“You can take pride in work 


when you don’t have to rush| 


if and can use the very best 
quality material throughout”, 
her builder commented. 

It was quite evident that the 
builder had done just that, but 
equally apparent was the need 
for even this lush show boat 
to be given a shakedown before 
she was delivered. 

Someone Neglected . 

During our three-hour run, 
here’s what developed. The 
spoketype helmsman’s wheel 
in the main cabin fell off with 
a resounding clatter, Some- 
one had neglected to tighten 
the securing bolt afted hanging 
the wheel in place. An access 
hatch in the cabin floor that

All of these and a dozen smali- 
er deficiencies were noted 
and naturally were to be cor- 
rected before the skiff was de- 
livered. 

Yet her new owner doubt- 
less will encounter additional 
minor but still annoying flaws 
before he and his boat oper- 
ate as a compatible team. 

Before Departing 

Before getting underway on 


‘|your first test run be sure all 


required safety gear is aboard. 
Don’t be so eager to try your 
new craft you decide to put off 
equipping it with approval life 
preservers, lights, fire extin- 
guisher, horn, anchor, lines 
and fenders. If your shake- 
down will take you out of easy 
visual range of short, better 
include a distress signal kit 
and don't forget a compliment 
of tools. 
Chances Greater 

The possibility of becoming 
Stranded without power, of 
encountering steering failure, 
or some other major break 
down is far greater with a 
brand new boat than at any 
future date during her useful 
life, 

If your boat is inboard pow- 
ered be certain to check the 
bilge for possible gasoline 
fumes and operates your bilge 
blower for a full five minutes 
before starting. The chance 
of loose fittings on the fuel By- 
Stem is greater with a new boat 
particularly if she hasn’t been 
Operated since the dealer took 
delivery. Take a few minutes 
to study the engine manu- 
facturer’s manual before get- 
ting underway. Check water 
temperature, oil pressure and 
observe whether there seems 
to be any excessive Vibration 
that might call for an adjust- 
ment to propeller shaft align- 
ment,

Did you ever see a ‘June bug} 
bake’? — Well citizens of Port}! 
Perry are doing just that. It)| 
is current highlight of a mon- 


“ster village June bug mating 
invasion, which one has to see 
to believe. 

Each morning men or the 
village works board and mer- 
chants are sweeping up thou- 
sands of these big brown beet 
Jes dead or crawling all over 
the streets and sidewalks of 
this pretty little Scugog Lake 
village, 

Shovelled into great piles, 
these unwanted visitors are 
anointed with oil and the re- 
sulting bug-bake is something 
else again. 

But a village official de- 
clares this has been going on 
for three or four days now and 
is just a repition of the June 
bug invasion, experienced in 
the village every three years. 
“We are not alarmed all we 
can do is shovel them up and 
burn them, this is only a pass- 
ing phase, but rather a bother- 
some experience over which 
we have no control’, he re- 
lated. 

“At night it is really some- 
thing with the thousands of 
bugs flying around street and 
ear lights in a mad dance-like 
mating-maze.

The mad aerial dance of the 
bugs ends with daylight when 
they alight to propogate their 
three year cycle, it is learned. 

From the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Lindsay 
branch it is learned that June 
bugs invade in a three-year 
eycle. These big beetles are 
the mating adults on the wing 
at night. In the daytime fe- 
males crawl away to lay eggs, 
which hatch out-as little white 
grubs in the soil the same year. 

These grubs feed on decay- 
ing vegetable matter and the 
roots of living plants and in 
the fall they go deep in the 
soil and remain there during 
the winter. In the Spring, 
when the soil warms up they 
will come up to within a few 
inches of the surface and feed 
ravenously on the roots of 
plants during the growing sea- 
on. They do the greatest a- 
mount of damage during this 
period of their life cycle. 

In the fall they will again go 
down in the soil and pass the 
winter there, coming up again 
in the Spring. At this time 
the grubs will feed for only 
a few weeks before pupating 
and changing to beetles. These 
beetles, however will remain 
in the soil until the following 
Spring. The cycle will then be 
completed; heavy flights will 
again take place and a new 
generation will be started. 

The present invasion is the 
feeding and mating of these 
adult beetles taking to the air 
at dusk. 

Agriculturai Representative 
LeRoy Brown explains they 
May occur in larger numbers 
such as in the Port Perry dis- 
trict because they prefer sandy 
or loamy soll for development 
of the larvae, 

From official records it is 
learned June beetles emerged 
from the soil during the latter 
part of May and early in June 
in 1959.

Dymond Discusses Health in Ontario 


TUBERCULOSIS 


Matthew B. Dymond, MD, CM. 
Ontario Minister of Health 


Marked progress has been made 
in the control of tuberculosis in 
Ontario, Nevertheless this disease 
still continues to be a significant 
publie health problem. Many mis- 
conceptions regarding the situa- 
tion are all too prevalent and 
could result in 2 complacent atti- 
tude towards tuberculosis. 

The death rate from tuber- 
culosis in Ontario for two suc 
cessive years—1959 and 1960— 
was the lowest in any of the 
provinces in Canada. Unofficial 
returns indicate that the rate for 
1961 will be still lower—22 per 
100,000 population. While the 
number of people dying from 
this disease has been drastically 
reduced and there has been @ 
definite decline in the incidence, 
far too many of our people de- 
velop tuberculosis for the first 
time, or their old disease be- 
comes reactivated. In 1961, over 
1,700 residents of Ontario were 
recorded as having tuberculosis 
in an active form. 

Our children now are much 
less in danger of being infected 


Any questions on the work of

with tubercle bacilli than eves 
before as a result of the intensive 
tuberculosis control programms 
being condocted in Ontario 
Nevertheless it should be empha- 
sized that one ont of every 25 
young persons at the age of 15 
shows evidence of previous tuber- 
eulous infection. Once infection 
has taken place, the risk of de- 
veloping tuberculous disease is 
high among adolescents, especi« 
ally girls; fortunately the oum- 
ber infected in this group is rela- 
tively small. 

As more protection is given 
our youth, tuberculosis is becom 
ing proportionately of greater sige 
nificance among older people, 
especially men. These individuals 
were infected years ago when 
tuberculosis was much more rife 
than is the case today. The oldex 
the man, the more likely is tubere 
culosis to occur. 

‘There is good reason for opt 
mism about the future, but fur 
ther progress in eliminating 
tuberculosis as a serious problem 
will be made only if adequate 
control procedures are maintain- 
ed and the public understands 
the need for continuing vigilance.

Dear Editor: 

Inflation is a pickpocket. 
One of the gang is on the 
loose again. “Devaluation” 
is his name and he robs shop- 
pers. The economists of Ca- 
nada’s largest chartered bank 
have been cautioning us again- 
st befriending this fellow, but 
he’s being introduced as high- 
ly respectable. 

In the final analysis less than 
a tenth of the Canadian people 
will benefit by this billion dol- 
lar a year redistribution, 
which includes the extra large 
wheat farms and our big share- 
holders of natural resource in- 
dustries. A large portion will 
go to foreign investors in Ca- 
nadian industries and secur- 
ities. 


Unlike secondary industries 
which have to purchase raw 
material, our natural resource 
products could be sold at the 
former price, but they aren’t. 
Anyway that would be foolish. 
If Mr. Fleming had given them 
a tax cut they wouldn’t be ex- 
pected to hand it over to the 
customers. This extra 8 per 
|cent income on sales could ex- 
ceed their tax. 

The importer or borrower 
who requires U.S. dollars pays 
‘the bank an extra 8 cents in 
our money. When the foreign 
investors or our exporters of 
pulp and paper, minerals, oil, 
wheat, etc. turn in their 
foreign funds the bank gives 
the 8 cents it obtained from 
the importer. These will add 
up to $500 million a year.

Development of this nur- 
sery began 40 years ago on a 
850-acre tract, After the first 
World War, 1,000 additional 
acres were added. Almost the 
entire production is of cone- 
bearing species such as pine 
and spruce, with only 2% 


hardwoods; 70% are shipped 
for planting on Crown lands 
and in County and Conserva- 
tion Authority Forests, the re- 
mainder going to private land- 
owners for use of windbreaks, 
shelter belts, stocking wood- 
lots, ete. 

A glance at a topographical 
map of the area shows a 
broad ridge running eastward 
from York County to Prince 
Edward County.

CARDIOVASCULAR DISEASE 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Will! 
you kindly explain what card- 
jovascular disease means? My 
doctor says that I have it. I 
am 81 years old and have al- 
ways been healthy until recent- 
ly.-Mrs. C. 

ANSWER: If you break 
down the meaning of the word 
you'll find that “cardio” per- 
tains to the heart and “vascu- 
lar’ to the blood vessels. 
Therefore, the person who has 
cardiovascular disease may 
have heart disease, blood ves- 
sel disease-or both. 

Under this broad designa- 
tion, therefore, come all kinds 
of well-known conditions: cor- 
onary heart disease (coronary 
thrombosis, angina pectoris); 
hyrpertensive heart disease; 
arteriosclerotic heart disease 
rheumatic heart disease; con- 


endocarditis; thyroid heart; 
kidney disease (due to narrow- 
ing of the blood vessels in that 
organ); cerebral hemmorrhage 
or thrombosis (due to rupture 
of a cerebral artery or slow 
closing of an artery). 

Like rheumatism or arthri- 
tis, the word cardiovascular 


doesn’t tell you exactly what 
the trouble is. Therefore I 
tell patients who are being 
treated for heart or blood ves- 
sel trouble that they should 
know just what kind of disease 
they have. Ask your doctor 
and he will be glad to tell you, 
Mrs. C., if your malady is 
coronary disease or something 
else.

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I have 
an electric blanket which is my 
pride and joy.

ULCER INTO CANCER? 
Dear Dr. Steincrohn. I have 
duodenal ulcer and have re- 
solved to learn to live with it. 
What I’m concerned about is 
the possibility that the ulcer 
may turn into cancer.—Mrs. A. 
Cemment: Duodenal ulcer 
doesn’t turn into cancer. How- 
ever, if you had a peptic ulcer 
of the stomach itself, I'd say 
that you’d better be watchful. 
Doctors usually have such 
patients come in for an X ray 
of the stomach at least twice a 
year. If the changes on the X 
ray indicate that the ulcer isn’t 
getting smaller with treatment 
(and perhaps larger) it is wist 
to have a surgical consultation. 
For, sometimes it is difficult, 
under similar conditions, to 
know if we are dealing with an 
ulcer or with cancer of the 
stomach, When in doubt, I be- 
lieve such a patient should un- 
dergo surgery. You can’t lose 
precious time where cancer is 
the culprit.

TREATING EMOTIONAL 
ILLNESS 
Mental illness is one of| 
medicine’s greatest problems 
and there are not enough 
‘psychiatrists to cope with it 
effectively. 

That puts it squarely up to 
the general practitioner and 
others to help patients with 
emotional problems. Who, 
more than the family doctor, is 
closest to his patients? He sees 
them in their homes and knows 
their environment. 


When they come in to see 
him with an emotional problem 
he mustn't let them down. He 
must not show impatience, 
drum on the desk with his 
fingers, look anxiously at his 
watch - - when the patient tells 
his story of frustration. 


Dear Dr. Steincrohn; I go to 
one of the best doctors in our 
city. He has a wonderful repu- 
tation, but as far as I’m con- 
cerned, he doesn’t do me one 
bit of good. He just doesn’t 
seem to have the time to listen. 
How’s he going to know what's 
really bothering me unless he 
takes the time? -- Mrs. F. 

Comment: I'd like to quote 
something that was said by B. 
Wheeler Jenkins, M.D., presi- 


General Practice: “People with 
emotional problems need a 
friend as well as a physician. 
Every time they discuss their’ 
problems with their friends’ 
or relatives, they are met with 
a feeling of contempt, or a 
recital of the friend’s personal 
problems, many of which are 
more intense than their own. 
When they come {o their family 
doctor they should get a sin- 
cere and friendly ear. Failing 
to find this in their doctor's 
office, either because he is too 
busy or looks upon such cases 
with scorn, they go from one 
place to another, many falling 
by the wayside, unfortunately 
into the hands of charlatans.”

GALL BLADDER SYMPTOMS 
WITH NEGATIVE X RAYS 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I re- 
cently had X rays for gall blad- 
der trouble. The X rays 
apparently showed no stones. 
However I have all the symp- 
toms: such as pain in the right 
upper part of my abdomen 
going around my back and up 
to my shoulder blade, lots of 
gas, light-colored stools, and 
occasionally being sick to my 
stomach. 


Do X rays always show gall- 


* 


dent, Philadelphia Academy of 


stones? If it isn’t the gall blad- 


der, what else could cause 
these symptoms? - - Mrs. S. 

Answer: It’s possible to have 
gall bladder trouble although 
X rays don’t show specific 
‘cause. Sometimes stones don’t 
show on the X rays; sometimes 
thick bile causes symptoms; 
sometimes X rays will show 
fairly good function, yet oper- 
ation will reveal a diseased gall 
bladder which is the source of 
the symptoms. 

In your case, Mrs. S, I'd 
have the X rays repeated with 
a double - dose dye examina- 
tion to recheck. Sometimes an- 
other X ray investigation comes 
up with the gall bladder as the 
culprit. 


However, if repeat tests 
| still show that the gall bladder 
is apparently innocent, Vd 
hardly consider operation until 
you give your doctor the op- 
portunity to study the fune- 
tion of your pancreas. Some- 
times chronic pancreatis gives 
symptoms similar to non- 
functioning gall bladder or one 
filled with stones. I'd also 
suggest a GI series to rule out 
gastric or duodenal ulcer - - - 
or any other trouble.

You can find advice by the 
ton to help you remove excess 
poundage in magazines, news- 
papers, books, on TV and radio, 
No wonder so many people tell 
me they are confused. 
Some so-called authorities 
(not all who write about the 
sveight problem are) advise you 
fo count calories carefully, 
others say forget about calor- 
jes, Some say be careful about 
what you eat; others give you 
the cheerful news that you can 
“eat everything” and still lose. 
There are special pills; con- 
centrated meals with low 
calories; hypnotism; ways to 
“think your weight away” and 


scores more. We are riding off 
in all directions at once. 

Although some articles and 

books give excellent, common 
Ronse advice if you are definite- 
ly overweight, and hayen’t 
been able to dissolve excess 
pounds by yourself, better 
seek the counsel of your family 
doctor. 

The important thing in 
weight gain is to find the cause. 
There are many. You may over- 
eat because of emotional stress. 
Some people take food to

take to drink. 

Heredity isn’t important in 
obesity; neither are glands.

a mild attack and a severe one. 
Will you explain? - - Mrs. T. 

Comment: My personal feel- 
ing is that this distinction be- 
tween attacks should not be 
made. If either the patient or 
doctor think they are dealing 
with a so-called mild attack, 
one or the other may become 
careless in management. ‘The 
result may be needless catas- 
trophe. 

Only the diagnosis is {m- 
portant. Is it or isn’t it an 
attack of coronary thrombosis? 
Once the diagnosis has been 
made, I think precautionary 
measures and treatment should 
be the same, whether the 
patient looks very sick or well. 

Many’s the case of a s0- 
called mild attack which, when 
treated without the respect it 
deserved, turned into a sudden 
emergency severe enough to 
endanger the patient’s life. 

In the typically severe at- 
tack of thrombosis, there is 
excruciating chest pain which 
may last on and off for days; 
a sharp and sudden fall in 
blood pressure; weak and ir- 
regular pulse and other 
manifestations of weakness, In 
the mild attack, the condition 
may be diagnosed early by the 
alert doctor only with the help

COLITIS 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn Since 
the middle of 1961, I have: had 
occasional mucus and blood 
with my stool. Some time ago 
[ had a complete X-ray examin- 
ation and al ighted tube inser- 
tion which the doctor said went 
really high up and there was 
nothing there-everything look- 
ed perfect. But I still have mu-) 
cus and blood from time to 
pime. Stool examinations 
have been negative. What 
would you advise me to do? 
What is causing it?-Mrs. S. 

Comment: You have already 
done the most important thing: 
gone to your doctor to rule out 
any serious trouble. When he 
performed the proctoscopic 
examination and took the X 
rays and other tests, he was 
especially interested in ruling 
out the possibility or growths 
(cancerous or otherwise); and 
miso the possibility that you) 
might have some ulcerations in 
the walls of your intestines 
(ulcerative colitis). It seems 
you have a clear bill of health 
as far as actual organic trouble} 
is concerned. 

But that’s not the end of it,| 
you say. You still wonder why 
you should be having occasion- | 
al mucus and blood. Well, the 
only way I can answer that is to| 


say that disturbances in the 
lower colon (commonly called 


“colitis”) have many causes. 
The most serious is what we 
call ulcerative colitis and is of- 
ten associated with amoebic 
dysentery. Fortunately, exam- 
ination shows you do not have 
this type. 

There are so many other 
varieties: some called spastic 
(tense colons) and other atonic 
(lazy colons). In addition to 
passing blood and mucus, like 
you do, these patients have dis- 
comforts like gas, pain in the 
abdomen, indigestion, diarrhea 
or constipation. 

Finding the cause-if pos- 
sible-is important. Probably 
your doctor has prescribed 
drugs to relax your bowel, to 
sooth it and coat it, antibiotics 
to overcome any infection and 
has put you on a low residue 
diet.( Roughage in the diet of- 
ten aggravates colitis.) But 
most important of all, he has 
probably looked into your 
emotional status. 

It seems that these uprisings 
of the colon often go hand in 
hand with nervousness and in- 
creased emotional tensions. 
These will have to be straight- 
ened out (not an easy process) 
before colitis will yield its stub- 
borness against improvement. 


Dear Dr, Steincrohn: Is it 
possible to have bad breath 
without tooth decay or gum 
disease? I have talked to my 
dentist and he told me I don't 
haye bad breath, but I have. 
I have always been careful of 
my body hygiene. I am very 
upset about this.-Mrs. Mc. 

Answer: This can be a stub- 
born problem, Many persons 
are extremely conscious of 
their breath and I suppose the 
constant barrage of advertising 
doesn’t help. I have known 
patients who thought they had 
bad breath, but didn’t. Wheth- 
er this is so in your case, I 
don’t know, but your own den- 
tist will tell you the truth— 
even if “your best friend 
won't.” 

But let’s supppose that you 
do have halitosis. Your teeth 
and gums are O.K., you say. 
Then the next thing is to see a 
nose and throat specalist. Some 
times there is a low grade in- 
fection in the tonsils on sinuses 
that promotes chronic decay 
and causes foul breath. Over- 
smoking might contribute. 
Your doctor will check on 
chronic bronchitis in which 
some persons bring up much 
phlegm and mucus.

MAY 30, 1912 

The incessant downpour of rain during the past few 
days has brought about conditions in town and district 
which have entailed considerable unpleasantness and 
great loss. Those living along the Sussex Street drain 
were again suffers from storm water to an extent even 
greater than during the spring freshet of Haster week. 
Cellars were filled, lawns flooded and streets blocked all 
along this route, and many residents in the southwestern 
part of the town were obliged to take different routes in 
order to reach their destination. The high water covered 
a wide area, so that not only those living in close proxi- 
mity to the drain suffered from the flood, but also resi- 
dents on Cambridge Street, as far as Bond Street, as well 
as those of nearby streets.

“30% of the prime parking 
space on fhe main street, is 
being taken by merchants and 
businessmen”. Police Commit- 
tee chairman Robt. Payne, 
acting on behalf of Police 
Chief Hunter, who is attending 
a conference, told members of 
Lindsay's Chamber of Com- 
merce this last night. 

“Downtown parking has be- 
come acute,” he added, “and 
there seems to be no answer 
to the problem. Shoppers are 
finding it more difficult all 
the time to get suitable park- 
ing space to enable them to do 
their shopping, and in time, in 
fact, you see if happening 
every day, they get disgusted 
and go somewhere else”. This, 
we can’t afford, and I am here 
tonight gentlemen to hear 
‘your comments on the maft- 
ter”. 

Chief Hunter, chairman of 
the town parking and traffic 
committee had been asked to 
attend the meeting to get the 
Chamber’s views on ways and 
means of dealing with the 
parking problem in the busi- 
ness section. 

Mr. Payne went to great 
lengths to outline a proposed 
program suggested in a letter 
to the chamber, from the chief 
in which he stated that ten 
new meters had been installed 
as an experiment, which would 
sive three minutes parking for 
one cent, and 15 minutes 
parking for five cents as 
against the old meters which 
are 12 minutes and one hour 
respectively. It was also sug- 
gested the fine be raised to 
$1.00 on these meters. 

The letter outlined several 
recommendations, one of them 
being an increase in the pre- 
sent fine rate to $1.00 on all 
meters.

Finds ‘‘closed’’ notice on building, 
shoemaker surprised at treatment 


A Lindsay taxpayer says 
establishing and conducting a 
much-needed business in Lind- 
say for several years now, has 
not given him the freedom 
from the despotism of Com- 
munist Burope he expected. 

“When opening my place of 
business on Lindsay St. N., 
last Saturday, I was surprised 
and amazed at a Board of 
Health sign tacked on my 
building stating the premises 
were closed,” stated the pro- 
prietor of Michael's Shoe Re- 
pair at the Lindsay St. N., 
bridge in Lindsay’s downtown, 
“No previous warning was 
given me in any way”, he de- 
clared. 

“7 came to this country in 
1949 to escape the communism 
of Russia, Austria and Ger- 
many, where I had lived, but 
what do I find? 

“J purchased the building 
here - - numbers 18 and 20 
Lindsay St. N. - - opened up a 
reliable shoe repair business, 
badly needed here and I get 
such unjust treatment... . 

“Moreover I have now half 
of the 1962 taxes paid on this 
building,” continued the 
owner, Michael Olijnyk, who 
also owns a shoe store business 
and the block housing it and 
a modern up-to-date apart- 
ment which he, himself con- 
structed in Cannington. The 
Cannington Gleaner was for- 
merly located in part of this 
building. 

He and his wife (also an 
expert shoe rebuilder) operate 
both the Lindsay and Canning- 
ton businesses. They have a 
clever little daughter, a bril- 
liant pupil of Cannington 
school and a promising stu- 
dent of the violin. 

At both places of business, 
minor repairs are done while 
you wait and larger ones with- 


in a few hours. 

“Wast service, honesty and 
hard work I give to this my 
new country, but what do I 
get?” asked the distracted and 
disappointed craftsman add- 
ing, “not even a fair deal.” 

The Board of Health sign 
tacked on this Lindsay busi- 
ness block reads - closed to 
human habitation due to lack 
of town sewer and water 
connections. 

“Sure the other part of the 
building is vacant it was the 


former location of an up- 
holstery business, but there 
was not or is not now any 


human habitation or residence 
in either place of business, 

“However, I feel I should 
have been warned before this 
sign was tackd on my premises 
- this is surely not the way of 
a democratic country,” he 
stressed. 

“Yes, I see they want to buy 
the building to tear down and 
make way for a riverside 
park,” he stated, referring to 


“Well they are going the 
wrong way about it to buy it 
from me,” he emphasized. 

“Sure I would like to see 
this side of the river bank 
improved like the north side 
across a8 much as any other 
taxpayer and would have sold 
and re-located if approached 
properly. 

“But to treat me like this, 
IT am deeply disappointed in 
this country’s government and 
wonder what’s the use of try- 
ing fo find a fair deal here. 

“TY pay my own way, estab- 
lish two good businesses, give 
good service and what do I get 
~ injustice which has all the 
earmarks of Communism,” he 
declared. 

The town clerk and solicitor 
were instructed by Council 
Monday to establish joint con- 
sideration in order fo purchase 
the above shoe repair building, 
making way to clean up the 
south river bank there,

Lindsay agrees to provide 
town services to Linwood 


Council gives stamp of approval 


Yields two years 
after annexation 


With the taking over of 
subdivision roads on motion of 
Council Monday Linwood 
Heights Fenelon Road, will 
now enjoy the same town ser- 
vices given taxpayers in the 
rest of Lindsay. 

Since the inclusion of Lin- 
wood as part of Lindsay by an- 
nexation of 2150 acres of Ops 
Township in 1960, homeowners 
there had to take care of their 
own garbage disposal, snow- 
plowing, road grading, fire 
and police protection, etc.

Warns potent new drugs 
can do harm as well 


Toronto, May 29-(UPI)-A 
prominent Toronto doctor has 
warned that new potent drugs 
constantly entering the market 
can do harm as well as good 
and must be used discrimin- 
ately until they are tried and 
tested over a long range of 
time. 

Dr. Ray F. Farquharson, Pro- 
fessor Emeritus at the Univer- 
sity of Toronto, told the Royal 
Commission on health care in 
Toronto yesterday “most doc- 
tors can be trusted to use them 
with care but some doctors 
like to use the latest remedy.” 

He said some patients also 
like the newest drugs and 
sometimes visit a number of 
doctors in search of one who 
will prescribe these. 

Dr. Farquharson and Dr. 


K.J.R. Wightman, head of 


the medicine department at 
the university, did not present 
a formal brief to the commis- 
sion, but answered questions 
concerning prescription drugs. 

They cited cases where a 
drug’s toxic effects had not 
been recognized for a long 
time after their initial use. 
They said phenacetin, used in 
headache pills for 40 years, 
had recently been found to 
affect the kidneys, blood and 
other organs. However, they 
said these effects only showed 
after excessive use of the drug. 

Dr. Farquharson advised 
that the prescription of seda- 
tives be more closely guarded. 
He said it is not uncommon for 
a person to go from doctor to 
doctor collecting large a- 
mounts of sedatives because 
each doctor does not know 
what the other has prescribed.

Three-legged deer 
adjusts to life 


Provincial Park naturalist 
William Wyett says a three- 
legged deer he knows of is do- 
ing fine by itself. Writing 
about it, he observes, “One a- 
mazing fact about wildlife is 
the ability of animals to sur- 
vive under adverse conditions. 
There is ingrained in the ani- 
mal mind a desperate desire fo 
live, a desire which often seems 
fo surpass any such qualities 
exhibited by humans. As a re- 
sult hardship is better over- 
come by nature’s individuals 
than by members of the hu- 
man race. A casé in point 
may be found in Presqu’ile 
Park’s three-legged deer. The 
animal has one hind limb 
gone but, in spite of the loss, 
it has adusted admirably to 
life from a three-point founda- 
tion, A human placed in a 
similar situation, it seems to 
me, would ibe hard pressed to 
equal the deer’s performance. 
Of course it should be remem- 
berd that without the compara- 
tive safety provided by a Pro- 
vincial Park for such animals 
the deer would probably have 
succumbed long ago to the 
predatory forces which weed 
out the “culls” in nature’s po-

“Since 1958 the cattle face- 
fly has become well known 
fo cattlemen in Ontario and 
more recently has caused 
much concern”, say livestock 
specialists with the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture. On 
‘bright warm days in the 
spring, these flies may be seen 
on cattle in the barnyards. 
The numbers remain small 
until late June when the in- 
crease is rapid and counts of 
45 or more per head are not 
uncommon, As is true of most 
pests of livestock, control is 
not easy. 

For beef cattle and dry or 
young dairy cattle, the live- 
stock specialists recommend 


fly problem 


self-treatment by means of a 
“hackrubber” device of some 
type. The location of the 
“packrubber” is important so 
that animals obtain adequate 
treatment. It should therefore 
be located in an area often 
frequented by the cattle, such 
as near salt or water supplies. 


The insecticides used in 
“backrubbing’” devices are 
usually  oil-insecticide mix- 


{ures and are available from 
dealers selling the various 
types of “rubbers”. Be sure 
to read the directions on the 
label thoroughly, and care- 
fully follow them as there may 
be restrictions for use on some 
classes of livestock.

TENSION AS CAUSE OF 
WEIGHT GAIN 

Many readers doubt that 
tension is one of the causes of 
weight gain. They can under- 
stand, they say, how a person 
will perhaps fill up on choco- 
lates one day because he is 
upset; but can’t believe that 
day-to-day tension will make 
him put on much extra weight. 

The following letter will 
give you an idea of what I 
mean: tension can be like a 
big ladle which dips into 
extra calories and piles them 
on. 


Dear Dr. Steincrohm; Two 
months before my husband's 
retirement he had a stroke 
which left his right side para- 
lyzed and left him with a total 
loss of speech. The many 
specailists we have had «all 
said he would never speak 
again due to the brain damage 
during a coma which lasted 
six weeks. : 

How do WE adjust to re- 
tirement, or is the great con-| 
cern only for those with four) 
good limbs and all their 
faculties? How do I at 66 take 
on the complete care of such 
an invalid? Although ill my- 
self, I must wash, dress, bathe, 
feed and tend to all his neces- 


We, like many others, were 
upper middle class with all the 
anticipations of many long 
trips, ete., for which we saved 
for years. How do we adjust 
to this? 

With myself it has mani- 
fested itself by a weight gain 
of 36 pounds during the past 
year. For the past 40 years I 
had maintained a decent fi- 
gure through disciplining 
myself. Now, when the cares 
become too great to bear, my 
solace is in food. 

I don’t know where if will 
end, except by turning on the 
gas some night. The deep 
depression from wallowing in 
fat is terrible! The irony of it 
is that if I had a real ailment, 
doctors would work furiously 
to save my life. But they 
won't take my overweight 
seriously and send me into 
the hospital to take it off.

‘MY DOCTOR SMOKES, 
WHY CAN'T I?” 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn; I am 
62 years old and have worked 
for a railroad for over 40 
years. Last year I didn’t feel 
as good as usual so I was sent 
to our hospital in Missouri. 
The doctors there told me I 
had diabetes mellitus, angine 
pectoris, hypertrophic arthritis 
of the spine and a histal hernia. 

They told be I could get a- 
long with these ailments if I 
took it easy; to go home and 
apply for my pension. I did 
and have done very little work 
since. 

A few months ago I had an 
attack of coronary thrombosis. 
I am doing O.K,, but what I'd 
like to know is why my doctor 
took away by coffee and cigar 
ette. He said if I insist on 
haying them I might-just as 
well call the undertaker. Still 
he uses both. How about that? 
Mr. W. 

Comment: I’m sure you must 
have heard the old one: “Don’t 
do as I do, do as I say”. Doc- 
tors always fall back on that 
as they blow smoke into your 
face while giving you a scien- 
tific discourse on how bad to- 
bacco is for the system. 

Considering all the studies 
lately which have showed how

bad tobacco can be for some 
patients, I’m sure your doctor 
also has twinges of doubt and 
is conscious-stricken as he 
puffs on his cigarette, cigars 
and pipe. 

If you were my patient, I 
guess I'd have to tell you that 
a man with a history of angina 
and a recent coronary throm- 
bosis is Danae better off 
without smoking. You will note 
that I say “probably”. The 
truth of the matter is that we 
don’t have undisputed, scien- 
tific evidence that tobacco is 
bad for every patient who has 
coronary disease. 

Therefore, I'd tell you that 
the choice is really up to you. 
You are 62 and enjoy your cof- 
fee and cigarettes so much that 
the day is incomplete without 
them. Considering the uncer- 
tainty, you will have to make 
the choice yourself. 

As for coffee, I don’t see why. 
you can’t chance having a few 
cups of that every day. (But 
your doctor says NO, so there 
must be a contra-indication.)

FEAR OF FALL-OUT 

If there has been a distinct 
rise in the sale of sedatives 
and tranquilizers, I know at 
least one reason why so many 
Americans are neryous and 
living their daily lives in fear 
and apprehension. Consider 
this letter just received from 
Mrs. M. of Maryland: 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: In view 
of the recent Soviet atomic 
bomb tests, I am deeply con- 
cerned about the effect of nu- 
clear fall-out on my children 
and unborn grandchildren. I 
realize that there is very little 
I can do about the immediate 
radioactive fall-out in the air 
without resorting to a gas mask 
or similar device. 

However, I am more con- 
cerned about the long-range 
danger, particularly to the 
much-publicized debris which 
will be showered down upon us 
with the spring rains. It has 
been suggested by the experts 
that the higher content of 
radioactivity that will fall 
from the atmopshere in the 
spring will affect our milk 
our crops, our drinking water.

Dymond Discusses Health in Ontario 


CHILD SAFETY 


PLASTIC FILM 


Matthew B. Dymond, MD, CM. 
Ontario Minister of Health 

An important part of health 
education is inescapably the pre- 
vention of accidents, particularly 
those which occur at home. For 
it is in the home that a Public 
Health Nurse is confronted not 
just with problems of health to 
solve, but often with obvious 
physical hazards which could 
bring harm to the family she is 
assisting. 

A child who has heen inocu- 
Inted against disease cannot be 
said to be proof against all ob- 
stacles in the way of growing up 
healthy and strong, if there is a 
chance that he may find a plastic 
hag in his home to play with, 
and suffocate. 

Fortunately deaths from this 
cause are comparatively few, 
when one considers the total 
deaths from home accidents. Yet 
the fact remains that in 196), 13 
infants smothered because thin 
plastic was misused in or near 
their cribs, and 6 of these deaths 
occurred in Ontario. 


For the past several years the 


Ontario Safety League has con 
ducted a widespread public edu- 
cation program warning parents 
of the consequences of misusing 
this product. It should no longer 
come as a surprise to the majority 
of our population that this 
material is airtight, and can cling 
to a baby’s face and smother him 
very quickly. 

The answer of course is to be 
sure thin plastic film used for 
wrapping and packaging is safely 
discarded. This is really no more 
difficult than remembering that 
matches or poisons must Be kepa 
well ont of reach of children. 

Your Department of Health hae 
been co-operating in this came 
paign by distributing pamphlets 
through Ontario’s Health Units, 
and your Public Health Nurse is 
always alert for the presence of 
plastic film in homes where there 
are young children. 

Your help as an individual is 
heeded too, to remember and re 
mind others that thin plastic film 
and tiny children are a deadly 
combination.

COFFEE BREAKS 

Many months have passed 
since I mentioned that the 
institution called the coffee 
break is in danger of toppling. 
Now I'm beginning to wonder. 
After all, now that the electri- 
cians are down fo a 25-hour-a- 
week's work, what will they do 
with their spare time? At least 
they won't be taking the firm’s 
time to go’on the coffee bean 
binge. 

Although I’m a tea man my- 
self - - with an occasional cup 
of coffee thrown in - - I have 
no quarrel to pick with coffee 
devotees. I know enough to 
stay out of the way of the 
man who “must’’ have his cup’ 
of coffee in the morning, be- 
fore he is transformed from 
beast into human being. And 
J realize that one or two (at the 
most) coffee breaks a day 
actually promote the worker's 
efficiency. 

However, 
businesses throughout this 
land the coffee break is noth- 
ing more than an excuse for 
letting up on the job. One 
estimate is that we Americans 
drink at least a billion cups of 
coffee yearly. But this is no 
treatise on business efficiency 
or inefficiency.

Comment: It all fits in neat- 
ly, Your child is a boy - - colic 
is more common in boys. He is 
your first child - - it's more 
common with the first.

There are many things we 
don’t know about colic.

-EDWETTING 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: A few 
ears ago I recall reading one 
f your columns which dealt 
vith bedwetting. I wasn’t a 
it interested at the time and 
vondered why you should be 
aking up important space in 
jiscussing this subject. But 
now one’s opinion changes 
when someone else’s problem 
becomes one’s own. My own 
youngster, age five, is a bed- 
wetter. I can’t understand it. 
We have a happy home so I 
don’t think any psychiatric 
problem is involved. Will you 
suggest a procedure? Both 
my husband and myself--not 
forgetting our unhappy young- 
ster-are at our wits’ end. 
We're all tense and unhappy 
about it.—Mrs. E. 

Comment: You, ‘md about 5 
million children and 10 million 
parents recognize enuresis 
(bedwetting) as more than 9 
minor problem. It can make 
a shambles out of a household: 
mothers and fathers get into 
altercations on how to meet 
the problem, and in between, 
the innocent child bears the 
full impact of their disconten 
and frustration. In addition 
to psychological trauma, the 
defenseless youngster often 
gets another kind of trauma: 
black and blue marks in pun-

My suggestions? Tirst get 
him to your family doctor or 
pediatrician to rule out any 
congenial trouble or deform: 
ity in the urinary apparatus. 
If everytyhing seems to be O.K, 
I think the next most import- 
ant step is to check on the 
child’s bladder capacity. 

Lately we have been having 
more and more evidence that 
bedwetting is found in child- 
ren whose bladders can’t hold 
much urine. As a result, they 
void small amounts often; and 
at night they dribble because 
it is impossible for their blad- 
der to hold more than three to 
four ounces of urine. When 
|the capacity builds up to at 
least eight ounces--and prefer- 
ably to 10 to 12 ounces—the 
enuresis problem is soon re- 
legated to the past. 

The doctor, parents and 
child must all cooperate pa- 
tiently (it takes a few months 
to build up bladder capacity) 
and success will be theirs. We 
encourage the child to enlarge 
his bladder by haying him 
force fluids during the day and 
holding his urine as long as 
possible before expelling it. 
This will eventually distend 
the bladder so its capacity is 
increased.

FLUORIDATION -... 
Fluoridation of municipal water supplies continues 


to be in the news with certain factions pressing home 
the case for ramming sodium fluoride down the necks 
of water drinkers whether they want it or not, 

Most municipal water supplies—particularly those 
in larger centres—are crammed full of chemicals of one 
sort or another now to make the water fit for human 
consumption. Just what the long term effect of these 
additives is on the human body, no one can probably 
say for sure. However, it doesn't require more than or- 
dinary horse sense to conclude that the purer the water 
supply, the better it should be for the consumer. 

There is nothing now to prevent an individual from 
obtaining the reported protective value of fluoridation 
to teeth on a family or individual basis. This being 
the case, there seems to be little reason for subjecting a 
whole community to fluoridated water whether they 
want it or not. Fluoridation should be a matter of 
choice, not a matter of compulsion. 


LOOKING AHEAD TO WINTER... 

Those people who still have enough pioneer spirit 
in their bodies to cultivate their own gardens are perhaps 
going to come into their own with the devaluation of the 
Canadian dollar. 

Their’s will be a twofold blessing . . . With the growing 
season now well advanced, they will soon be enjoying 
fresh fruits and vegetables from their gardens. That is 
plessing number one. If, as 1s generally the case, they 
grow more than they can consume, they can preserve or 
freeze the surplus for winter use and that will be blessing 
number two. 

For the rest of the populace, the future isn’t so prom- 
ising. It isn’t necessary to take more than a quick glance 
in the crystal ball to see what is in store for them... 
higher prices for imported fruits and vegetables, of which 
Canadians use a lot. This trend is already reflecting itself 
in several items coming In from United States. It will 
probably be cited as a contributing factor in the next 
record making cost of living index figure unless some- 
thing is done to change the country’s dollar value. 

In easy to understand language. the false devalua- 
tion of the Canadian dollar means that Canada is offering 
U.S.A. a 7% per cent discount on every dollar's worth of 
stuff bought in Canada. . . Talk about your discount 
stores! Canada is now just one big bargain house for 


U.S. buyers. 


WE'RE BOTH GRAND FELLOWS... 

The MBS (Mutual Back-slapping Society) is back 
in action on television. The society usually isn't 
heard from very often except in those days immediately 
preceding an election and it’s becoming very active as 
the date of the 1962 federal election draws steadily 
nearer. 

Some of these MBS productions are really worth 

watching, providing you can ignore the fact that much 
of the dialogue is as phony as a three-dollar bill and just 
look on for the fun of it. 

These t.vy. shows aren’t terribly expensive to pro- 
duce and little background scenery is required... . In 

a pinch a couple of well-padded chairs (many political 
figures insist on this) and two characters to fill them 
is all that is required. 

The routine goes something like this: The scene 
opens with two party stalwarts comfortably seated 
(usually with legs crossed, head thrown well back, bay 
window given customary political prominence) and 
staring at their unseen audience. 

The dialogue runs along these lines, the lesser char- 
acter speaking: “Good evening, ladies and gentlemen, 
it is a pleasure for me to haye this opportunity of ad- 
dressing you in your homes, It js alsoa very great 
pleasure for me to share in bringing home to you some 
of the achievements of the ‘what’s its name party’. I 
feel, however, that my worthy colleague—Mr. Demon— 
is perhaps better qualified to recount some of these ac- 
complishments than myself.

CROCODILE BALLAST 

The Nile crocodile enjoys a tasty meal of stones 
from time to time. Recently Dr. Hugh Cott of the Zoo- 
logical Society of London published a paper suggesting 
an explanation for this curious diet, basing his conclusions 
on an examination of 681 of the reptiles. 

Reporting on the paper in the BBC General Overseas 
programme ‘Science and Industry’, Laurence Spicer said 
that Dr. Cott had found that the crocodile never carried 
these stones in the first year of its life, but once there 
they remained in the stomach for the whole of its life, 
and the standard load appeared to be about one per cent 
of its total weight. “Dr. Cott presents conclusive evidence 
that the crocodile does not swallow these stones acci- 
dentally or in order to help digest its food. He reckons 
that the stones are swallowed as ballast to hold the animal 
down on the bottom of the river or swamp when he’s 
resting. They also help him to hold his victim under 
water. Finally, the crocodile is both nose and tail heavy 
and the stones help to counter-balance this, and so save 
him from rolling about in the water.” 


TIGHTENING YOUR MUSCLES MIGHT SAVE LIFE, 
MEDICAL JOURNAL SAYS 


Simply tightening your muscles may proect you, to 


some extent, from internal injury if you are in an auto- 
mobile accidet or suffer a fall. 

According to the current issue of Therapeutic 
Notes, a medical journal published by Parke, Davis & 
Company, “often it is possible for an alert person to an- 
ticipate a collision and tigten his abdominal and other 
muscles,” to possibly prevent complicated internal in- 
juries. 

Since a sudden, unexpected forceful blow to the ab- 
domen is more likely to be serious than one which is 
expected, a relaxed abdomen—in elderly or intoxicated 
persons—usually provides little protection against in- 
ternal injury. 

Statistics show that such nonpenetrating injuries 
(injuries which do not break the skin) kill about one 
third as many people in this county as do wounds which 
penetrate and are more readily visible. 

“Automobile accidents are responsible for about 
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40,000 deaths and ,000,000 injuries each year in the 
United States and about one half of the nonpenetrating 
injuries,” the journal, which is edited by Dr. Harry H. 
Carnes, points out. 

“Tn a recent series of 161 cases reported from a gen- 
eral hospital, nonpenetrating injuries of the abdomen 
were caused by automobile accidents in 85 per cent, by 
falls in 10.6 per cent, and by miscellaneous accidents 
in 4.4 per jent.” 

Until better measures are available for safer opera- 
tion of automobiles, increases in the number of all types 
of accidental automobile injuries can he éxpected, the

WHEAT PRICES JUMP 
WHEN DOLLAR PEGGED 


The Canadian Wheat Board has increased the price for all 
grades of wheat by six cents a bushel as a result of the new 
fixed rate for the Canadian dollar at 92 cents in terms of U.S. 
funds. 


The new rate will also affect the minimum and maximum prices 
to be paid for wheat under the International Wheat Agreement 
in terms of the Canadian dollar. 5 


The department of agriculture announced that the price 
range of the new IWA, to be effective Aug. 1, is $1.62, 
minimum and $2.02, maximum, in U.S. dollars, for 
No. 1 Northern wheat in store at the Lakehead. 


At the new fixed rate for the Canadian dollar, the price 
range in Canadian dollars will be about $1.755g min- 
imum and $2.19 maximum. 


The department said it should be noted that selling prices 
for the next three years are to be within the price range, 
and that actual prices will depend on market conditions 
and other factors. 


It said the increase in wheat prices should not result in 
any rise in the price of bread.....A rise in the cost of wheat 
of six cents a bushel could not be held responsible for 
an increase of more than 1/10 of a cent in the production 
costs of a loaf of bread. 


Of great assistance 
T. G, Bobier, vice-president of the Saskatchewan Wheat 
Pool, said the wheat price increase will be of great 
assistance to western Canadian grain income, 


He said it will also assist other primary producers, such 
as fishermen, lumbermen, pulp and paper producers 
and mines, where substantial volumes of their produce 
go into the export market,

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Solicitor doubts if union 
will ‘test’ county by-law 


Says union 
indicated 
no contest 


“The representative of the 
National Union of Public Ser 
vice Employees has indicated 
that all is in order and his or- 
ganization will have no part in 
contesting the ruling of Vic- 
toria County Council that 
county employees be placed 
outside the Labor Relations 

_ Act.” 


So stated County Solicitor J. 
A. McQuarrie who, with Clerk 
F.L. Weldon, met with NUPSE 
representatives a few hours 
after county council outlawed 
the union for all county coun- 
cil employees in a _ special 
Wednesday session. | 

“T expressed my opinion to 
county council that there 
would not be any test of the 
legality of the passing of such 
bylaw’, continued the solicitor 
in referring to the Council’s de 
cision in the matter of seven 
jail guards applying to Coun- 

cil for certification of union 
rights. 

“In my opinion there is 
nothing to test”, he stated, 
adding the county has a right 
to pass a bylaw outlawing the) 
union here. | 

“In such municipalities as 
Huron and Peterboro applica- 
tions of employees for union| 
certification have already been 
outlawed. 

“In fact the Labor Relations 
Board met in Peterboro last 
Wednesday morning before 
coming here, and finding such 
a bylaw being enforced ad- 
journed the hearing. 

“There is nothing to test”, 
he repeated but of course 
union members have a right to 
bargaining. I don’t know how 
long the jail guards have been 
organized into the National 
Union of Public Service Em- 
ployees. Such employees join 

_at their own discretion”, he 
explained. 


County council passed the 
bylaw outlawing the union a- 
mong all its employees on the 
strength of the last section of 
the Labor Relations Act which 
stresses “Any municipality as 
defined in the Department of 
Municipal Affairs Act may de- 
clare that this act shall not ap- 
ply to it in its relations with 
its employees or any of them.” 

Until recently employees of 
the County Jail here were pro- 
vincial employees and their 
salaries were set by an order- 
in-council. / 


Since April 17th., Victoria 
County has absorbed the costs 
of all jail staff salaries, it was 
learned. 

Last year, the jail staff, 
through a grievance board, re- 
ported that they were under- 
paid by about $1,000 per year. 

Present salary range of jail 
guards is in the range of $2,600 
to $3,000 it is reported. 


“At this time I do not care 
to discuss the matter of the jail 
employees’ right to strike, but 
I do feel as far as discussing 
the policy in passing the bylaw 
in question, I would have to 
refer the press to the county 
council or its proper spokes- 
man, Mr. McQuarrie summed 
up.

Poultry manure for corn 


Did you know that 1 ton of 
broiler manure consisting of 
first droppings and litter is 
equivalent to about 300 pounds 
of 10-10-10 commercial 
fertilizer, and that 1 ton of 
fresh hen manure without 
litter is equal to about 300 
pounds of a 10 - 10 - 5 fertili- 
zer? At the present prices of 
commercial fertilizer, the ni- 
trogen, phospherous, © and 
potash ina ton of poultry 
manure is worth about $10. 

Professor Tom Lane of the 
Soil Science Department of the 
Ontario Agricultural College 
Says that in using poultry 
manure it is important to apply 
it to the right crops in the 
right amounts, with the right 
crop being corn. He claims 
that one ton of dry poultry 
manure, or four fons of fresh, 
wet droppings is sufficient for 


one acre of corn ground, This 
application provides about 100 
pounds of nitrogen per acre. 
In addition to the poultry 
manure, however, 200 to 300 
pounds of 0 - 12 - 24 should be 
applied to make a complete 
fertilizer. 

Much higher levels of poul- 
try manure, up to 8 tons per 
acre, have been applied with 
no noticeable bad effects on 
corn, but oat crops have lodg- 
ed badly the following year. 
Soil tests should be made 
periodically, however, to de- 
termine the soil’s needs, 

Professor Lane adds that 
commercial fertilizer can be 
used in place of manure, but 
the fact thaf manure puts 
organic matter into the soil 
and releases its nitrogen more 
slowly cannot be overlooked, 
Actually this is exactly what 
the corn crop wants.
